IN BIG GRAFT HUNT 


Pledges Support to Whitman, 
and Will Order All District 
Attorneys to Help Him. 





TO COVER WHOLE STATE 





Whitman, in Long Conference 
at Albany, Also Enlists 
Carmody’s Support. 


SIFT REPUBLICAN FUND 





Charge That Demo- 
crats Aided Their Foes with 
Money in 1912 Campaign. 





Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Nov. 10.—After a long con- 
ference here to-day between District 
Attorney Whitman of New York, Gov. 
Glynn, and Attorney General Carmody, 
it became known that the John Doe in- 


quiry in connection with John A. Hen- 
nessy’s charge that contractors on 
barge canal and State highway con- 
struction had been required to contrib- 
ute thousands of dollars to powerful 
Democratic politicians, would be car- 
ried into every county in the State if 
necessary to get at the whole truth. 

Republicans as well as Democratic 
politicians may be involved in the pros- 
pective disclosures if reports that re- 
cently have come to Mr. Whitman are 
backed up by evidence. 

The District Attorney has heard from 
Progressive sources that a huge fund 
was colected from a large group of con- 
tractors prior to the State campaign 
last year. This fund, according to the 
report, was dfvided under a bi-partisan 
agreement, which gave to the Republi- 
cans the lion’s share of the spoils. The 
intention was to give the Republicans a 
large campaign fund which would en- 
able them to keep the Progressives from 
becoming the second party in the num- 
ber of votes cast for Governor. The 
Democrats, it was said, did not want 
the Progressives to become the recog- 
nized minority party, because they 
would have had to reckon with it in the 
matter of patronage and the manning 
of bi-partisan boards and commissions. 

The Democratic bosses were anxious 
to keep the Republicans in second place 
because of a feeling that they could do 
business to better advantage with them 
than with the Progressive leaders who 
stood for the new things in politics. The 
remainder of the fund, according to the 
report, went to the Democrats with the 
understanding that it was to be put 


away by Tammany Hall for use in the 
municipal campaign in New York City 
this year. 

The John Doe investigation from now 
on will broaden so as to include not 
only the Democratic campaign fund, 
but the Republican and Progressive 
funds as well with a view of ascertain- 
ing whether the Corrupt Practices act 
was violated by a failure on the part 
of the leaders to make full return to the 
Secretary of State of the contributions 
received. 


Gets Glynn’s Support. 


District Attorney Whitman will have 
the fullest support of Gov. Glynn. Mr. 
Whitman told the Governor that he was 
determined to sift the Hennessy charges 
to the bottom, and that aside from the 
information he had gleaned from the 
Sulzer graft investigator, he had re- 
ports from other sources indicating that 
the field was a very promising one. 

Gov. Glynn assured Mr. Whitman that 
every agency that could be set in mo- 
tion by the State Administration would 
be at his disposal in helping him to sift 
the charges. The Governor told Mr. 
Whitman that he would order an ex- 
traordinary session of the Supreme 
Court and an extraordinary Grand Jury 
in New York County at once if Mr. 
Whitman so desired. The District At- 
torney replied that there was no oc- 
casion for such action at present and 
that for the present he intended to carry 
on his inquiry on the lines he had 
started out to pursue. 

‘Governor Glynn and Attorney Gen- 
eral Carmody have both assured me 
of their fullest co-operation,’ sald Mr. 
Whitman before he boarded a train 
for New York this afternoon, ‘“ With 
their aid the investigation now in prog- 
ress will be carried to the limit in 
whatever part of the State or what 
person or persons it leads us to. We 
are now in a position to get thnough 
the aid and backing of the State Ad- 
ministration much necessary and im- 
portant evidence which it would have 
been difficult for us to obtain under 
any other circumstances, 


To Summon Contractors. 


“We shall call all the contractors 
involved in the affidavit made, by Mr. 
Hennessy. Their books will be sub- 
poenaed to enable us to learn to what 
political assessments they had been sub- 
jected. From State records we expect 
to show supplemental awards to such 
contractors and subsequently the rela- 
tion of these awards to the assess- 
ments.”’ 

The conferences between Mr. Whit- 
man and the Governor and Attorney 
General occupfed nearly all the fore- 
noon. Mr. Whitman first had a short 
talk with the Governor alone. Then At- 
torney General Carmody was called in. 
The matter of procedure was discussed 


thoroughly and assurances of co-op- 
eration exchanged between the Gover- 
nor and Attorney General on the one 
hand and Mr. Whitman on the other. 

Gov. Glynn and Mr. Carmody will not 
be idle while the District Attorney goes 
on his still hunt for the elusive John 
Doe involved in his inquiry.

BRITISH HANDS OFF. 
ASSERTS ASQUITH 


Premier Declares, at Lord May- 
or’s Banquet, England Would 
Never Consider Intervention. 


WILL NOT THWART AMERICA 








No Vestige of Foundation for Recent 
Rumors — Interchanges of Views 
with Us Frank and Cordial.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Mexican 
situation as affecting the relations of 
the United States and Great Britain 
was the chief topic taken up by 
Premier Asquith in his speech at the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet to-night. His 
categorical denial that England had 
entered upon a policy deliberately or 
in fact opposed to that of the United 
States was loudly applauded, and his 
further statement that the British 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States were such that both felt the 
fullest assurance that nothing could 
disturb their common resolve to attain 
and maintain a friendly and sympa- 
thetic understanding, evoked even 

more marked approval. 

The Premier’s explanations of the 
way in which the British Government 
came to recognize Huerta were fe- 
garded by many of his audience as 
being so frank as to amount to an 
amende honorable—a public admis- 
sion that a mistake had been made. 





LONDON, Nov. 10.—In his speech at 
the Lord Mayor’s banquet to-night, 
Premier Asquith said in part: 

‘Our interests in Mexico call for vigi- 
lant care. Mexico }s still in the throes 


of civil war, but there never was and | 


never will be any question of political 
intervention by Great Britain in the do- 
mestic concerns of Mexico, or 
Central or South American States. 

“It is no part of our duty to prevent 
revolutions or to control civil wars. The 
utmost we can do is to give what pro- 
tection is possible on the coast to British 
subjects and property. There have been 
rumors that, after the United States 
had adopted a line of their own in re- 
gard to Mexico, we took a line calcu- 
lated deliberately to thwart America, 
There is not a vestige of foundation 
for such a rumor.

GEN. HUERTA’S NOTE 


IN WILSON'S HANDS 


Full Text of Announcement That 
He Will Retain His Office 
Reaches Washington. 








CALLS IT A “SACRED DUTY” 





Says That Only the Present Govern- 
ment Can Call New Elections 
and Guarantee Them.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 10.—It was not 
until this morning that the State De- 
partment received from Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, the Amertcan Charg 
d@’ Affaires in Mexican City, the text of 
the note of the Mexican Government, 
in which it was announced that Gen. 


Hverta would retain the Presidency 


|pending another election. The note was 


addressed separately to each of the for- 
eign diplomatic representatives in the 
Mexican capital, among them Mr. 
O’Shaughnessy, who put the text of it 


in cipher and telegraphed it to Wash- 


ington. 

Querido Moheno, the Minister of For- 
eign Relations, signed the note. It is 
devoted mainly to an argument setting 
forth Gen. Huerta’s reasons for declin- 
ing to relinquish the Presidential of- 
fice. Gen. Huerta holds that there has 
been no election, and that in the ab- 
sence of a Congress he is obliged to re- 
main at the head of affairs. 

The official text of the note, 
tained at the State Department, 
follows: 

In conformity with provisions of 


Article LXXXI of the Constitution 


and in view of the lack of a President 
or Vice President and of the Secre- 
tary of State and of the Department 
of Foreign Helations, the Provisional 
Presidency devolved upon the Secre- 
tary of Staie and of the Department 
of Gobernacion, Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta, who from that time by the 
ministry of the law has discharged 
the duties of the office. 

Thus, in accord with the will of the 
Mexican people formaliy made mani- 
fest in the Constitution of Feb. 56, 1857, 
there remained established the Presi- 
succession and the unques- 
tionable legality of the present Gov- 
ernment. The Congress of the Union 
and the Supreme Court of Justice of 


the nation solemnly recognized with- 


out objection the new ruler. In this 
way the three branches of the Gov- 
ernment continued the functions by 
whose conduct the Mexican people ex- 
ercise the national sovereignty in ac- 
cordance with Articies XXXIX. and 
L. of the same Constitution. 

The political programme of the Pro- 


visional Government, constituted in 
this manner from that time, has been 
defined perfectly and concentrated on 
two fundamental propositions: To re- 
establish peace, in order that extraor- 
dinary elections might be held in com- 
pliance with the already cited Article 
LXXXI. of the Constitution, in order 
to turn over the executive power to 
the one designated by the popular will 
at these elections and to respect and 
make respected the law. 

In compliance with this programme 
the Executive issued a call for elec- 
tions, taking care that there should be 
fixed for their holding a time which 
he deemed prudent, not only that the 
reparatory work might be carried out, 
But also that the republic might return 
to a state of order which had been 
deeply disturbed in some of the 
Northern frontier States, and also, 
though in a much less degree, in other 


States. 

Acting in accord with the initiative 
of the Executive and in compliance 
with the constitutional precept quoted, 
the Congress of the Union convoked 
special elections to be held Oct. 26 
past, since it was believed that by that 
time peace would have been established 
in all the republic and fair elections 
guaranteed, 

In order to comply with the second 
of these proposals, the Executive 
made clear his respect for the other 
Governmenta! powers, but unfortu- 
nately one of the Houses of the legi- 
slative power, the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, attempted in such maner to in- 
vade the .prerogatives of the Execu- 
tive as to refuse in some cases to rec- 
ognize the judicial power, and the 
conduct of some of the members who, 
shielded by their constitutional ex- 
emption from arrest, were publicly 
fomenting and even leading the armed 
rebellion, reached such a pass as to 
make impossible harmonious action 
with the Execttive, without which 
any Government would go to pieces, 


Forced to Dissolwe Congress. 
Therefore the President of the re- 
public was forced to dissolve the 


Chamber of Deputies as a necessary 
measure for the salvation of the re- 
public, foreseeing, as he did, the state 
of anarchy which inevitably would 


have been brought about if he had 
continued to tolerate revolution in the 


midst of one of the constituted 


branches of the Government ;and, as 
the Senate alone could not function 
constitutionally. he declared the 
Congress dissolved, 

But, as it has never been the pro- 
posa! of the Executive to govern out- 
side the Constitution, he took care 
immediately to convoke elections to 
constitute a new Congress and solely 
in the meantime assumed extraordi- 
nary faculties in the Departments ot 
Hacienda, Gobernacion, and War, 
where such action was indispensable, 
and this was done with the solemn 
promise to give account of the use 
which he has made of such powers 
to the new Congress as soon as it shall 
be installed. 

It was also an object of especial care 
and attention of the ad interim Gov- 
ernment to respect and uphold the 
judicial power, which continued with- 
out any hindrance in {ts august mis- 
sion of seeing that individual guaran- 
tees were respected; so that the march 
of the public administration has con- 
tinued without other obstacles than 
those which a state of internal strife, 
which even yet prevails in some por- 
tions of the republic, perforce brings 
with it, 

The elections of President and Vice 


President of the republic and Deputies 
and Senators to the Congress of the 
Union already have been held, Con- 
gress will be installed within a few 
days, and in accord with the Constitu- 
tion will pass upon the election of 
President and Vice President, and will 
seo a decision as to their validity or 
nullity. 

At the approach of the date fixed in 


the call for the holding of elections, 


the President of the republic learned 
that his numerous friends were putting 
him forward for the First Magistracy, 
and as, in accordance with Article 78 
of the Constitution, he could not be 
elected legally, in a desire to avoid 
erroneous or malevolent interpreta- 
tions, and as there was not time to 
make known his views to the friends 
who were putting his name forward, 
he made a most solemn declaration 
before the honorable members of the 
Diplomatic Corps accredited near the 
Government of this republic that the 
votes deposited for him in the ballot 


boxes would be null and of no value, 
and that even in the event, legally im-

possible, that the new Congress should 


declare: him elected President, he 
would not aceaps the office. . 
The First istrate, inspired by 


his triotic zeal, called together the 
candidates of the various part’es, con- 
tenders in the electoral struggle, and 
in a solemn ceremony, in the presence 
of the entire Cabinet, repeated the 
declarations made before the Diplo- 
matic Corps. and called upon the can- 
didates in the name of patriotism, of 
which they gave unquest-onable proof, 
that mer declare solemnly before the 
nation that if any one of them should 
be appointed by the popular vote, all 
the others should collaborate morally 
and pairfotically,, influencing — their 
partisans to respect the Pres'dent- 
elect and assist him in his functions, 
yaavever might be his party affilia- 
on, 

And this they did, at the same time 
announcing to the Mexican people that 
if none of the candidates obtained the 
number of valid votes to be President 
of the republic, all would co-operate 
to sustain the const*tuted Govern- 
ment, to the end that the popular will 
be consulted at a more propitious time 
—that is to say, when peace in the re- 
public would permit citizens in all 
parts of the country freely to cast 
their votes. 


“Will Continue Frerting Himself.” 


Now, in view of the fact that through 
reports which the Government has re- 
ceived, there exists a strong presump- 
tion that, because of it having been 
impossible to carry on the voting in 
the number of polling places pre- 
scribed by law, so that the election 
may be considered as the true mani- 


festation of the will of the people, and 
it is foreseen that said Presidential 
election will be declared null, he 
wishes to make known once more to 
the country and to the whole world 
that. in accord with h’s determination. 
he will continue exerting himself for 
the pacification of the country, in 
order to be able to guarantee the ab- 
solute freedom and efficacy of the 
_ elections which Congress must 
call. 

As a necessary consequence of that 
declaration, in the same manner he 
wishes to make known once more be- 
fore friends and outsiders that, being 
respectful toward the law and per- 
suaded that by virtue of his having 
occupied the post of President of the 
republic while the: election was being 
held, he considers himself constitu- 
tionally impeded from being validly 
elected, he will on no account take into 
consideration the votes which may have 
been cast in his favor, and no mat- 
ter what may be the resolution of 
Congress, he will not accept in this 


case the constituttonal Presidency of 
the republic. 

Relying, as the President does rely, 
7 the solemn and important offer 
of the honorable citizens who figured 
as candidates for the Presidency and 
Vice Presidency,. and who represent 
all the political parties of the repub- 
lic; sure that the .nost perfect har- 
mony will reign between the three 
powers of the union, and that the 
Governments of the world will recog- 
nize, without exception, that only the 
present Government can call new elec- 
tions and guarantee their freedom and 
efficacy, he hopes to be able to fulfill 
easily within the period which Con- 
eress shall Gesignate his sacred duty 
of consulting the national desire to 
consecrate by the suffrage of the peo- 
ple the Executive who is to rule deft- 


nitely the destinies of the country. 
Otherwise the realization of the Pxec- 
utive’s programme would not be pos- 
sible within a long period of time. 

This programme consists of peace 
and legality. which are the only me- 
diums in which the elections may be- 
come the expression of the true pop- 
ular will, in which the individual, 
native as well as forelgner, may enjoy 
full guarantees, and in which the eco- 
nomic development of the republic may 
permit all social classes to gather the 
fruits of their labors and the products 
of their capital. 

By direction of the Constitutional 
President ad interim of the republic, 
Gen. Victoriano Huerta, and with the 
unanimous approval of the Cabinet 
formed by_Lics, Manuel Garza Aldane, 
Nemesio Garcia Naranjo, Rafael Re- 
bollar, José Maria Lozano. and Adolfo 
de la Lama, as well as Gen. Aurelio 
Blanquet and Lic. Agustin Garza Ge- 
lindo, sub-Secretary of Justice, now 
charged with the administration of 
that office, IT have the honor to ac- 
quaint the highly esteemed Government 
of your Excellency through vour Ex- 
cellency’s honorable office with this 
general orientation of the policy of 
the Government of the republic. to 
the end that all of the cultured coun- 
tries by whose friendship Mexico is 
honored may do the Executive the 
justice of recognizing that his honest 
and patriotic effort is intended solely 
to bring about the well-being and 
prosperity of the Mexican Republic. *

TREADWAY CRITICISES WILSON 








Congressman Thinks Interference in 
Mexico Unwarranted.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 10.— 
Congressman Allen T. Treadway, Re- 
publican, of the First Massachusetts 
District, this afternoon criticised Presi- 
dent Wilson’s Mexican policy in an in- 
terview, in which he said: 

“I feel that President Wilson has 
been extreniely insistent with those in 


authority in Mexico that they should 
adopt his views and opinions. I fail to 
understand by what right our Govern- 
ment can insist upon who should be in 
control of the affairs of another na- 


tion. We, as Americans, would, I am 


sure, resent being told by a foreign 


ower that any man could or could not 
e President; and, while we agree that 
the Mexicans heave not so high a degree 
of intelligent citizenship as our people, 
it would seem that they should be al- 
lowed to select their own officials. 

““T can hardly conceive any provoca- 
tion which can justify open hostility 
with Mexico, I realize many of our citi- 


zens have large investments within its 
boundaries, which should either be pro- 
tected or receive some form of recom- 
pense. [If protection is impossible with- 
out war, let us as a nation liberally 
recompense these citizens for any loss 
they may sustain.” 


WHEELING OFF FOR TUXPAM. 








Sent in Haste to Protect Foreigners 


from Rebel Attacks. 


VERA CRUZ, Nov. 10.—The United 
States gunbooat Wheeling made a hur- 
ried departure from Vera Cruz to-day. 
She is proceeding to Tuxpam, 145 miles 
northwest of Vera Cruz, in response to 


an urgent telegram from the American 


Consular Agent, Arthur C, Payne, who 
advised Rear Admiral Fletcher that 400 
reebls were about to attack the town, 
and that a warship was needed tc pro- 
tect foreign property, Tuxpam has only 
a small Federal garrison, 

From other sources it is reported that 
the rebel strength is 3,000, and that it 
is intended, after taking’ Tuxpam, to 


march against Tampico, which is also 
poorly garrisoned. 





BEAUMONT, Texas, Nov. 10.—Consti- 
tutionalists were demanding $1,000,000 of 
the inhabitants of Tampico, and were 
threatening an attack last Thursday, 
when the money had not been paid, ac- 
cording to H. A. Stucky, @ mining man, 
and G. O, Shalander, an oil man, who 
have just arrived here from that place, 
A mass meeting of citizens on Wednes- 
day failed to satisfy the demand. Tam- 
pico is reported entirely shut off from 
communication, «xcept by wireless. The

To Vindicate Principle of Law- 
ful Government, Says The 
Times in ‘ Authoritative 


Statement.” 








VERY LOATH TO USE FORCE 





But Would Do So, It Is Sald, and 
Then Leave Mexico Free 


to Govern Itself.

LONDON, Tuesday, Nov. 11.—The 
Times publishes an “authoritative 
statement ” emanating from “a quar- 
ter eminently qualified to interpret 
the standpoint of the United States 
in the dispute with Mexico, and in 
particular to explain the motives of 

President Wilson.” 
The statement says that the princi- 
ples whereon the Wilson policy is 


based are recognized as valid by the 


whole country. The President is de- 
termined to vindicate the principles of 
representative and constitutional gov- 
ernment, and hopes a check will be 
placed on revolutionary initiative in 


the republics of Central and South 


America when he has made clear that 
a successful adventurer cannot count 
upon recognition and the United 
States will only regard as the duly 
qualified head of an American repub- 
lic a man who enjoys the support of 


a majority of his enfranchised fellow- 


citizens. 

The statement goes on: 

“Idealistic and unpractical, though 
his principle may be deemed in some 
parts of Europe, it is one on which the 


people of the United States are 
earnestly agreed. Should it not be 


feasible to secure its application to 
Mexico otherwise than by force of 
arms, force will inevitably be employed 
and when the United States Army 
shall have vindicated the principle, 


Mexico will be left to govern itself in 


accordance with constitutional pre- 


cepts, which it will be the duty of the 


army to inculcate.” 

The statement adds that neither the 
President nor his fellow-citizens con- 
template light-heartedly the applica- 
tion of military pressure, but it is an 


alternative wherefrom neither he nor 
they will shrink, should the necessity 


arise. 

In conclusion the statement denies 
the reports that the President's atti- 
tude is influenced by wealthy inter- 
ests and corporations, and says that 
these suggestions are both offensive 
and misleading. 


LORD COWDRAY DENIES DEAL. 


Tells Times Correspondent He 
Knows Nothing of Loan to Huerta.

This opinion, summing up the Mexican 
situation, was expressed to-night by Sir

‘That an overestimate has been made 


of Lord Cowdray's influence through 
the loans it is_reported he is willing 
to make to Huerta appears certain 


from his expressions,’’ says Sir Arthur. 
‘“‘Lord Cowdray is a very. broad- 
minded man, He is also a business 
man, and the right-hand confidant of 


Lord Murray of Elibank, whip of the 
Liberal Party. It may be true, as re- 
orted, that he ts willing to arrange a 
oan for Huerta, but that loan is not 
going to be made unless substantial as- 
surances are in evidence that it is safe. 
He is a friend of America, and would 
not make a loan merely to support the 
man in creating and keeping up trouble 
with the United States. If he aid, it 


must be remembered that he is not the 
entire British Government.” 


RUNS ON MEXICO CITY BANKS. 


Financial Men Seek to Minimize 
Evidence of Strain. 
MEXICO CITY, Nov. 10.—The with- 
drawals of silver to-day from the Bank 
of London and Mexico and the National 
Bank reached the proportions of a for- 
midable run. Lines of people from the 
paying teller’s windows extended for 
blocks. Hundreds stood for hours and 


finally departed with bags of silver 
coin, These were the only banks pay- 


ing out silver, 


The run had not abated at the closing 
hour. The doors were locked at the 
usual time, but depositors within the 
building continued to march past the 
tellers until 6 o’cluock. An accurate state- 
ment of the amounts withdrawn was im- 
possible to procure, but the aggregate 
was large. 

The Government announced in the 
afternoon papers that it intended to 
order the immediate coinage of 50,000,000 


pesos in fifty-cent pieces, the coin re- 
cently made legal teader, but there {s 
doubt if this amount can be put out in 
time to satisfy the public. 

The volume of silver currency in cir- 
culation in the capita) was much larger 
than usual to-night, but that there ts a 
tendency to hoard was indicated by the 
fact that some stores were cashing paper 
only at a discount. At ome stores the 
customer was asked {f he had the exact 
change for the purchase, and {f not the 
sale was refused. The credit silp sys- 
tem inaugurated last week has not 
proved popular. 

This acute stage of Mexico’s economic 
situation served to accentuate the fears 
of the Mexican peonle. This, combined 
with reports of military operations in 
different parts of the republic, appears 
to have distracted the public ming for 


the moment from the possible dangers in 
nited 


Javier M. Cancino, manager of the 
National Bank, minimized the impor- 
tance of the run saying that less than 
one million pesos had been withdrawn 
in Saturday's run and up to noon to- 
day. He explained that most of those 
who withdrew their money were small 
depositors, the amounts being rarely 
more than 50 pesos. 

Sefior Cancino admitted that technt- 
cally the banks were violating a recent 
decree, the language of which was im- 
perative that the banks must redeem 
notes with specie. He added that the 
banks were active on a common sense 
basis, but they would not continue to 
pay out silver when it became, neces- 
sary to touch the reserve. 

President Huerta’s note to the diplo- 











States. 
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matic corps of Saturday night, when 
he indicated that he would retain ais 
office until after the holding of new 
elections, was applauded to-day by the 
press. he newspapers asserted that 
his stand met with the approval of tne 
Mexican people. 

El Independiente, under the caption 
‘Huerta Is the Only Man Capable of 
Solving the Situation,” points to the 
supposedly favorable attitude of Eurepe 
and to the press critictsm of President 
Wilson's policy. 

El Independiente prints a symposium 
of extracts taken from London, Berlin, 
Paris, and New York newspapers, and 
also quotes parts of the speech made 
by Henry Lane Wilson at Cleveland on 
Nov. 8, when the former Ambassador 
to Mexico criticised the Mexican policy 
of the Wash'ngton Government. 

Among Mexican officials the general 
anxiety is well masked, those connected 
with the Government continuing to man- 
ifest complacency over future develop- 
ments. 

At all the legations there is anxiety 
over the situation, and also among the 
better-informed business classes. 

John Lind, President Wilson's personal 
representative here, asserted to-day that 
he was in {gnorance of the intentions 
of the United States Government, and 
said he was awaiting instructions from 
Washington before taking any further 
step in the Mexican situation. 

The State Legislature of Tamaulipas 
was dissolved to-day by order of the 
Military Governor, Gen. Antonio Ra- 
bago. None of the Deputies was arrest- 


ed. Gen. Rabago remains the only rep-' 


resentative of the Federal Government 
in that State. 

Dispatches giving the news state that 
according to Gen. Rabago the lower 
house was in a condition of disinte- 
gration, most of the members having 
disappeared, presumably to join the 
rebel forces. 


BLAMES PRESIDENT WILSON. 


Got Into Trouble Through Talking 
Too Much, Says A. D. White.

ITHACA, N. Y., Nov. 10.—Dr. Andrew 
D. White, ex-Ambassador to Germany 
and Russia, wno celebrated his eighty- 
first birthday Saturday, said to-day that 


he feared a war with Mexico and critl- 
cised President Wilson. 


‘President Wilson has got himself 
Into a great difficulty by saying what 








he could do and would not do in case 
certain things happened,’ said Dr. 
White. ‘‘ Although the South American 


countries may seem in accord with our 
measures they really are unfavorable 
to the policy which the United States 
has adopted toward the Central Ameri- 
can countries, 

“One of the most absurd things which 
I have noticed is that Huerta has ap- 
pealed to The Hague. For a man of his 
ealibre to do a thing like this is against 


all reason. Huerta is little else than a 
murderer, 
‘““A war is, however, a bad thing for 


the people who bring it on. The Gen- 
erals who carry it to a successful finish 
are the ones whom the people demand 
for President rather than the ones who 
were responsible for it."

The monthly guarantees, exclusive of 
overtime or extra service is to be $135 
for conductors, $82.50 for baggagemen, 
$78 for flagmen, and $76.50 for brake- 
men, This again is all that was asked 
for conductors, but less for the others. 
it represents an increase of $10 in the 
conductors’ guarantee. For’ special 
and incidental service a series of in- 
creases is given on a percentage basis, 
running from 4.9 to 15.2 per cent. 
Can’t Change Better Conditions, 
All the new rates apply to trains 
operated by electric as well as steam 
engines, but for multiple unit electric 
service, it is decreed that where stand- 
ard rates are now in force, the new 
standard shall obtain and where spe- 


cial rates exist they shall be increased 
according to these last percentages, but 


in no case shall exceed the new 
standard. 
The wages of yard conductors and 


trainmen are increased 1 cent an hour, 
but not to exceed the Western standard. 

No wages are to be reduced or work- 
ing rules made Yarder by the award, 
where better conditions prevail, the 
men thus gaining their contention that 
standardization should be up, but not 
down in any case. 

In reaching its conclusions the board 
had severa) general questions to settle. 
One was the contention of the railroads 
that a cycie of wage increases had been 
completed when the firemen’s award 
was made. They pointed to the in- 
crease for trainmen tn 1910, followed 
by the engineers’ arbitration in 1912 and 
the firemen’s early this year. The 
board held, however, that the present 
movement was the close of an old cycle 
beginning with the engineers’ case, and 
not the beginning of a new one, 


Another was the argument of the rail- 
roads that al! the statistics furnished 
by the men as to increased traffic, la- 
bor. and _ cost of living trom 1900 to 1911, 
was aside -from the point, inasmuch as 
wages had been adjusted in 1910, taking 
most of these facts into consideration. 
On this point the board agreed with the 
road, and took the 1910 conditions as the 
starting point in considering the sta- 
tistics 

In suggesting a determination by oth- 
ers of the question of a d fferential be- 
tween Fast and West, the board said: 

‘““Some public authority authorized by 
the Congress should make an independ- 
ent inquiry as to whether there is any 
longer any substantial reason for the 
maintenance of a wage differential be- 
tween the West and the East based on 
territorial conditions. Such an inquiry 
ought also to result in a recommenda- 
tion if it is found that a differential 
ought to exist, as to what such differ- 
ential should be. This suggestion does 
not contemplate that the body making 
such inqu'ry should attempt to. fix 
wages, but only that it should make a 
study of the proper basis for the fixing 
of wages. Possibly the Industrial Com- 
mission may see its way to organize 


a specia] force to make the inquiry.” 


Coming te Higher Freights. 


“This single arbitration, following 
though it does the arbitrations of the 
engineers and of the firemen within the 
same territory, can do no more than 
earry forward by a little space the prin- 
ciples upon which a completely just 
relationship between the railroads and 


their employes may one day be estab- 


lished. 

“The prevailing opinion of the board 
is that it must take the adjustment 
of 1910 as its starting point, and that 
it cannot be controlled in its findings 
by the argument for standardization, 
although it may be influenced by . 
The prevailing opinion of the board 
that standardization as to pay and 
rules, as between the Eastern territory 
and the Western territory, Is at the 
present time impossible. Not only is 
the differential between the two terri-

“It is the prevailing opinion of this 
ee that the policy urged by the men 
in this regard is in the large interest of 
the railroads as well as of the public, 
so that progress should be made in this 
direction as fast as circumstances will 
permit.” 

Interstate railroading is characterized 
as a national public utility and com- 
parison is made with the railway Post 
Office service, where there is no terri- 
torial differential, and the opinion is 
expressed that ‘‘the railroads will in 
the end be obliged to conform their 
practice to the Government practice."’ 

“The rates which railroads are per- 
mitted to charge both for passengers 
and freight,’ the board continues, 
““must in the opinion of this board be 
adequate ultimately in all parts of the 
country to permit uniform rates of pay 
to be paid. So believing, as to stand- 
ardization, this board has done what it 
properly can do to standardize rates of 
pay between the Eastern territory and 
the Southern territory, the rates in the 
latter territory being now somewhat 
|ubove the Eastern ard somewhat below 
‘the Western rates. 

“This board has no authority to de- 
termine the passenger and freight rates 
to be paid in the Eastern territory; 
; neither is it in a position to determine 
whether such an increase is justified, as 
a matter of fact, by all of the circum- 
stances. This board, however, believes 
that it must make its finding as to what 
is a proper rate of pay to be awarded to 
the conductors and trainmen as a re- 
sult of this arbitration, without any 
reference to the dilemma in which the 
railroads are evidently placed by the 
laws which make it impossible for them 
to increase passenger and freight rates 
without the authority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or of the Rail- 
road Commissions of the various States. 

“To take any other view of the ques- 
tion would be to decide that no increase 
|of pay, while the laws remain as they 
|are, can ever be made except voluntar- 
jily by the railroads. Such a decision 
| would render arbitrations like this 
| valueless, and it would be in effect to 
hold that railroad service in the Eastern 
territory must continue to be rendered 
at existing rates of pay, even though 


this were to condemn the employes of 


} the railroad to work for rates of pay 
which have been determined by the 
most careful tnquiry to be inadequate.

which rates are embodied in the award. 

*“‘One other factor this board believes 
should be called vividly to the attention 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The connection between the decrease of 
hazard, the danger to life and limb, 
through the installation of safety appli- 
ances, by the substitution of steel for 
wooden cars, by double tracking, by in- 
creasing railroad facilities, as railroad 
business increases, appears to this board 
to be direct and not ind‘rect. 

“The unquestionable fact remains 
that the most hopeful method of reduc- 
ing the vast number of railroad casuai- 
tles and the large number of deaths 
due to accidents on railroads in the 
United States is to enable the railroads 
as rapidly as possible to substitute steel 
ears for wooden cars, air brakes for 
hand brakes, Improved signal systems 
for old-fashioned systems, and the like. 

“ All of these things cost in the ag- 
gregate an immense sum of money. Any 
policy that would make it {mpossible for 
the railroads to command this money 
would be a profound misfortune to the 
whole nation.

Fletcher, our baby, and I were kept 
jumping from one part of the town to 
another to avoid the flying bullets. 
Several hundred other Americans were 
in like danger. 

“When this attack failed things quiet- 
ed down far a while, but early in Sep- 
tember came rumors of another rebel 
force assemnbling to attack the c'ty, and 
we decided to send most of the women 
and children to Monterey and thence 
to the coast. There were.310 refugees, 
mainly women and children, on the 
train that we bade good-bye Sept. 25. 
We expected they would reach Tam- 
pico in about three days, but we stocked 
the train with provisions to last a 
week. 

“The first stage of the journey was 
to Monterey, about 300 miles, and ordi- 
Narily it takes about twelve hours. My 
wife and those with her had to stay in 
those dirty, suffocating day coaches for 
fourteen days before they got to Mon- 
terey.” 

In the meantime Villa and his rebel, 
bands had stormed Torreon a second) 
time, and had captured it. 

“After the capture,” continued Mr, | 
Fletcher, “we thought matters would | 
improve; but early in October Villa is-'! 
sued a demand for a loan of $100,000 
for his army, and when it was not 
forthcoming he issued a second order to 
the effect that unless it was contributed 
{if would be taken by force. By that 
time some of the Americans in busi- 
ness in Torreon decided that the time} 
to leave was at hand, and so we went 
to Villa and convinced him that the 
best way to get the money was to let 
us go outside and trv and raise it. We 
also wanted to know if our women folk 
had gotten to Tampico safely.” 

Villa finally consented to the plan, 
and about thirty Americans, among| 
them Mr. Fletcher, left the city, reach- 
ing Monterey only a little later than! 
their families. who had started two 
weeks before. Mr. Fletcher is a native 
of Texas, and his wife Is from Mil- 
waukee, whither they are bound for a} 
visit before considering whether or not 
they shall go back to Mexico. 

Of her own experience during the 
journey to the coast, Mrs. Fletcher 
said: 

* Tt wasn’t so bad until the food rave 
out at the end of the first week. Then 
we had to live on hard bread and Mexi- 
can beans. The water was bad, and al-j; 
though the other mothers and I had 
provided plenty of condensed milk for 
the babies, the milk we had to give 
them was so had thev all got sick.

Objections of Railroads and Men.

“We hope that the board’s conclu- 
sion that their action may result in a 
greater contentment and a greater sta- 
bili'y of rates of wages within the East- 
ern and Southeastern territories will be 
realized, but we fear the result of this 
arbitration cannot but further encour- 
age that continual round of wage de- 
mands upon the railways which regu- 
alrly involve strike votes, public anx- 
iety, mediation, arbitration, and com- 
promise.

MILES OF WIRES DOWN 








Many Towns Isolated, Some in 
Darkness, Schools Closed, and 
Suffering is General. 

Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURGH, Nov. 10.—Western 
Pennsylvania is still demoralized by 


the worst early Winter storm in its 
experience. Almost every activity 
badly deranged. Trains are held up or 
late and all other rorms of transporta- 
tion within cities and towns and be- 
tween them are seriously interfered 
with. Snow fell to-day, but mostly in 
light flurries. The temperature hovered 


between 21 and 25 and caused much suf- 
fering. 

Telegraph and telephone wires. are 
still badiy crippled. In many places 
miles of poles, with their wires, are 
down and it will take weeks to re-estab- 
lish normal conditions. Several towns 
were in darkness throughout the night. 
Many schools are closed. Snow lies to 
a depth of from one to two feet over 
this part of the country. Information 
from Western Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Ohio is that the fall there 
is from 10 to 20 inches. 

Hundreds of passengers from trains 
stalled or derailed have had to seek 
shelter in near-by farmhouses. 

The passenger train of the Washing- 
ton & Waynesburg Railroad, a narrow 
gauge line, which has 100 passengers, 
including United States Senator Albert 
B. Cummins of Iowa, aboard, is stuck 
in snowdrifts three miles from Wash- 
ington, Penn. Senator Cummins had 
been visiting his father at Carmichaels, 
Penn. The train, bound for Washington, 
became snowbound last night and a re- 
lief train was sent out. The engine of 
the relief train jumped the track within 
sight ot the stranded train. 

The entire party was without food for 
over twenty-four hours. To-day neigh- 
boring farmers went to the aid of the 
passengers, and all were taken to farm- 
houses. Roads are impassable on ac- 
count of drifts and railroad officials 
say the train will not reach here before 
noon to-morrow. 

The passengers were forced to shovel 
snow this morning to keep from freez- 
ing. Six young men left the train and 
walked here to-day. They were ex- 
hausted when they arrived and are un- 
der the care of physicians. 

All of the roads operating in Western 
Pennsylvania were affected. Many towns 
have been isolated , both as to train and 
wire service. There was one fatality 
in Washington County. Grant South- 
worth, a lineman employed by the Bell 
Telephone Company, was blown off a 
pole. He was found dead, lying in a 
drift with a broken neck. 

In Pittsburgh and environs there is 
much suffering in the tenement dis- 
tricts. The Salvation Army, Associated 
Charities, and other charity organiza- 
tions are working overtime supplying 
clothing, fuel, and food. All are send- 
ing out requests for relief funds. 

Many accidents on slippery sidewalks 
and streets were reported. Street cars 
were delayed, and traffic on some of 
the hilly thoroughfares was almost _im- 
possible. Conditions here resulted in 
extreme congestion this evening, when 
the office and shop crowds started 
homeward. Many were compelled to 
wait for an hour or more. Men hung 
to the edges of the crowded cars. Sev- 
eral fell off or were swept off by wag- 
ons and automobiles. 

Even the wheels of justice were al- 
most stopped because of the storm this 
morning. At tae opening of the criminal 
court few jurors or persons having 
business in court were present, 


CUMBERLAND, Md, Nov. 10.—Snow 
continued falling to-night in the mount- 
ains in the vicinity of Oakland and Terra 
Alta, on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
Passenger Train 8 from Chicago reached 
Cumberland to-night nearly thirteen 
hours late. For a time this train was 
completely lost. 

Reports from the Western Maryland 
Railway offices this evening state that 
the fall of snow around Thomas is from 
15 to 20 inches, while at Markleton, on 
the New Connellsville Division, it is 24 
inches deep. Traffic is moving on this 
division, however. The tle-up on the 
West Virginia Division. 


FORTY MAY BE DROWNED. 


Lake Steamship Capsized, Others 
Wrecked, Crew of 28 in Peril. 


PORT HURON, Mich., Nov. 10.—A 
large steel freighter, overturned, was 
‘found floating in Lake Huron late to- 
day about eight miles northeast of Port 
Huron. Capt. Reid of the wrecking 
crew which discovered her arrived here 


to-night and said a neavy sea was run- 
ning when the freighter was found, and 
there was no distinguishing mark to 
identify her. Marine men think the 
boat may be an ore carrier, which be- 
came uncontrollable in the storm and 
shifted her cargo. 

Capt. Reid said he believed the 
steamer to be a six-hundred-footer, and 
that she had carried a crew of about 
forty men. ‘‘I have no doubt,” ‘ne said, 
‘“‘that every soul on board has been 
lost.”’ 

The wreck les in the path of vessels 
navigating Lake Huron, and Capt. Reid 
said his tug would stand by all night 
to warn passing vessels of the danger. 
No attempt, he said, would be made to 
go alongside the derelict until een 

The water where the wreck lies is 
about sixty feet deep. The stern is 
submerged, while tne bottom of the for- 
ward part of the ship projects above 
the surface. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., Nov. 10,—A tel- 
ephone message from Big Bay, twenty- 
five miles northwest of here, reports 
that the cabin and part of the u per 
works of the steamship L. C. aldo 
have washed ashore near that point. 
Nothing else concerning the possible 
fate of the ship is known there. The 
Waldo is owned by the Roby Transpor- 
tation Company of Detroit and has a 
carrying capacity of 7,000 tons. 








ALPENA, Mich., Nov. 10.—The steam- 
ship Acadian, a 300-foot steel freighter, 
owned by the Merchants Mutual Line of 
Toronto, is hard aground on a reef tn 
Thunder Bay, seven miles off this port. 
Capt. Robert McIntyre and his crew 
are believed to be safe on board. 


CALUMET, Mich., Nov. 10.—In the 
face of a fifty-mile gale on Lake Su- 
perior to-night, fear is expressed for 
the safety of the crew, numbering twen- 
ty-eight men, aboard a steamer strand- 
ed on Gull Rock, off Manitou Island. 
The life-saving crew at Eagle Harbor 
is trying to make a run for the wreck. 

The vessel was sighted Saturday after- 
noon by the steamer George B. Stephen- 
son. ‘The Stephenson could see the 
crew aboard the craft, but could not 
reach the wreck and gave up the at- 





tempt after a struggle of six hours, 
The Stephenson then came on to Bete 
Gris, 


requiring twelve hours to make 
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the distance of 12 miles, and reported 
|} the wreck. 

The passenger steamer Huronic of the 
Northern Navigation Company is 
stranded on Whitefish Point and two 
steamers are reported ashore at Isle 
Royale and Copper Harbor. 

The watchman at the Portage Lake 
ship canal reports that the steamer 
Simon Langall and two consorts left 
there Friday morning up bound and 
have not been heard from. ~* 

Ten boats are in shelter at the ship 
canal’s harbor of refuge, and three more 
at Bete Gris. No more poats can get 
into the ship canal because of the heavy 
seas.

BLIZZARD SWEEPS BUFFALO. 


Damage in City, Fatal Train Wreck 
Near Leroy, Lake Ships in Peril. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, Nov. 10.—This city was 
swept by a blizzard to-day. A wind 
from the upper lakes blew at a speed 
of 72 miles an hour, and brought with 
it a sleet-like snow that soon crippled 
every street-car line in the city and 
tore down every wire to the West. A 
dozen serious accidents have occurred 
in the city. 

In the storm to-night an Erie accom- 
modation train went into the ditch near 
Leroy. The Rev. James A. Anderson 
of Nichols, Tioga County, was killed. 
Eight persons were injured. They in- 
clude Miss Katherine Timmons of Ba- 
tavia, Misses Louise and Jennie Fugel, 
sisters, of North Java, and Mrs. J. D. 
McGammon of Corning. Mr. Anderson 
formerly occupied the pulpit of the Pres- 
byterian Church at Leroy, and was on 
his way to that town. 

Scores of big windows in the city were 
blown in. Two men were caught in a 
crash of falling glass in Year! Street 
and so badly cut that they will prob- 
ably die. 

A house in course of construction 
on Essex Avenue was blown down and 
many carpenters had narrow escapes 
from death. 

Main Street this afternoon presented 
the appearance of an arctic maelstrom, 
with every corner a whirltng eddy of 
snow and humanity. The storm 
whipped down the street and lashed the 
faces of the pedestrians so hard that 
it was almost impossible to walk along 
the streets. 

The breaking of a cable and the piling 
of the streets full of snow blocked the 
car lines and for several hours not a 
wheel turned. 

Somewhere out !n Lake Erie a dozen 
big freight vessels are battling to reach 
this port. They have not been sighted, 
although they are now many hours 
overdue. The Marconi Wireless Station 
is unable to establish communication 
with any of them, and it is feared that 
some of the boats have met disaster. 
None of the passenger boats has cleared 
from Buffalo since early yesterday 
morning. 

The wind has abated somewhat to- 
night, and the Life Saving Station is 
playing powerful searcnlights out on 
the lake, hoping to get some trace of 
the lost freighters. 

There is no wire service west of Buf- 
falo. Reports from the _ surrounding 
towns in Western New York tell of 
many barns and small buildings being 
torn down and of great damage by the 
blizzard. 


HAVOC IN CLEVELAND. 


Windows Blown In, Traffic Tied Up, 
and One Man Killed. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 10.—The most se- 
vere early Winter snowstorm in many 
years in Cleveland and the immediate 
vicinity began yesterday afternoon, and 
continued this morning. Communica- 
tion with the outside world by telegraph 
and telephone, rail, or water was cut 
off for thirty hours. 

Railroad trains were from twelve to 
eighteen hours late. Hundreds of tele- 
phone poles in the city were blown 


down, and car traffic was tied up. 
Driven by a wind which reached a ve- 
locity cf nearly seventy-five miles an 
hour Sunday night, the snow fell to a 
depth of from ‘ive inches to five feet 
in the drift. One man was killed by 
being blown from the top of a boxcar. 

Many street car passengers had nar- 
row escapes when poles fell on the cars, 
and the windows were blown in by the 
wind. Many big plate glass windows 
were pushed in by the enormous pres- 
sure which the wind attained in the 
narrow streets. 

All except the eowntown section of the 
city was in darkness last night because 
of the failure of most of the outlying 
electric plants. 


CHICAGO’S DAMAGE HEAVY. 


Lincoln Park Yacht Harbor De- 
stroyed—Two Men Killed. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—A tremendous 
surf driven in by the fifty-mile gale did 


$500,000 worth of damage along the Chi- 
cago waterfront during the last twenty- 
four hours. Breakwaters and made land, 
comprising the new Lincoln Park yacht 
harbor, were undermined, and piers, sea 
walls, and piling washed away. Antonio 
Zupsuys and an unidentified man were 
blown into the Chicago River at differ- 
ent points and drowned. 

At Milwaukee a $30,000 breakwater, 
— of the new harbor project, was 

estroyed, and more than that amount 
of damage was done to shipping. 


TRAINS HERE HOURS LATE. 











Telegraph Service Hampered Be- 
tween Here and the West. 


The mercury fell almost but not quite 
to freezing point yesterday when at 9 
P. M. the thermometer reading at the 


Weather Bureau was 34 degrees, But 
chill winds made it seem. colder 
throughout the day, and heavy over- 
coats came out of the closets of New 
York. It will be even colder to-day, 
and the weather will continue unsettled, 
although we have had all we are go- 
ing to have of that particular disturb- 
ance which has so unstrung Cleveland 
and the Middle West. 

Trains due in this city from the Middle 
West were much delayed by the storm 
yesterday. The Pennsylvania Limited, 
due here at 5:28 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, did not arrive until after 10 
o’clock last night. Some of. the trains 
due here in the morning came straggling 
in in the afternoon. 

The Twentieth Century Limited, due at 
the Grand Central Terminal at 9:40 
o'clock in the morning, arrived here in 
the middle of the* afternoon, and the 
Erie reported some delays. All this was 
due to interrupted wire service, which, 
in turn, was due largely to fallen poles, 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad reported 
that, notwithstanding the storms in the 
region of the Great Lakes, its trains 
had come in on time. 

The telegraph systems suffered greatly 
from the storm, and Chicago was prac- 
tically cut off yesterday morning, with 
no wires working west of Buffalo. In- 
stead of the thirty-six wires which usu- 
ally carry messages between Chicago 
and New York, three wires carried them 
by way of Atlanta, Memphis, and St. 
Louis. There was only one wire between 
New York and Pittsburgh. By 9 o’clock 


last night the New York-Chicago service |- 


was much improved, although it was 
still less than 50 per cent. of normal. 
At that hour Cleveland was practi- 
cally isolated from the rest of the 
country. The Western Union office in 
New York could not reach that city. 
Meanwhile New York and vicinity be- 
gan to take account of stock after the 
windstorm of Sunday. The fine white 
elm which had stood for half a century 
in front of the New York Foundling 
Hospital in East Sixty-eighth Street 
was uprooted and the giant black wal- 
nut tree in Orange Road, Montclair, 
ave way and fell after more than a 
undred years. 


BANKER’S WIFE HID 
IN HER OLD HOME 


Missing Mrs. Fitzpatrick Found 
in Brooklyn Restaurant by 
Friend of Family. 





SHE PHONES TO HUSBAND 


lll from Poor Food and Cold——Her 
Mind a Blank About First Two 
Days’ Wanderings. 


Mrs. Alice Fitzpatrick, the wife of the 
banker, Frank E. Fitzpatrick of 220 
West Ninety-elghth Street, who had 
been missing from her home since Nov. 
3, was found last night in the restau- 
rant of Emil P. Saunders at 82 Sixth 
Avenue, Brooklyn, by Dr. J. 8S. Quin- 
lan, a dentist of 76 Sixth Avenue, 
Brooklyn, who formerly treated mem- 
bers of her family. She had lived alone 
since last Wednesday afternoon in her 
old home at 731 Elmore Place, Flat- 
bush, from which Mr. and Mrs. Fitz- 
patrick moved on Nov. 1, and she was 
very weak from insufficient nourish- 
ment and the cold of the last two days. 
She was taken home by Mr. Fitz- 
patrick, who came over to Brooklyn 
in an auto, and was placed under the 
care of a physician. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick said later that his 
wife did not know where she had been 
or what she had done during the first 
two days of her absence from home. 
She remembered leaving the house at 
5 o’clock in the afternoon and going to 
a baker’s shop in Amsterdam Avenue 
near Ninety-seventh Street, where she 
made a few small purchases. Then she 
found herself in the Flatbush house late 
Wednesday afternoon. She did not go 
straight to the Brooklyn house, how- 
ever, Mr. Fitzpatrick said, because he 
and two detectives searched it as late 
as Wednesday morning. 

When she discovered that she was in 
her former home, Mrs. Fitzpatrick said 
she thought nothing was wrong. For- 
getting that she had moved to Manhat- 
tan, she wondered why her husband did 
not come home, and ‘from Wednesday 
night until last night she continued to 
worry about her husband, and had no 
idea that she was causing him worry 
over her. She admitted herself to the 
house, she said, with a passkey, which 
she had always carried, and made her- 
self at home in her old room. The fur- 
niture had not been moved and she made 
her own bed every day. Occasionally, 
she said, she went out and bought some- 


thing to eat with a small supply of 
money she had with her. There was no 
heat in the house, however, and she suf- 
fered much from the cold. 


Goes Into Restaurant. 


Last night Mrs. Fitzpatrick went to 
the restaurant to get something warm 
to eat. She was melancholy, she said, 
because she had decided that her hus- 
band had deserted her, and sat down at 
a table in absolute dejection. Dr. Quin- 
lan, passing in front of the restaurant, 
saw her sitting there. He recog- 
nized her at once, and, without letting 
her see him for fear that she would be- 
come frightened, he went to the near- 
est telephone and rang up A. L. Fitz- 
patrick, the banker's brother, who lives 
at 334 East Seventeenth Street, Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Fitzpatrick told Dr. Quinlan 
to watch until he came, and he hurried 
to the restaurant. 

When Mr. Fitzpatrick entered the res- 
taurant his sister-in-law looked up and 
recognized him at once, 


‘““Where have you been, Alice?’ he 
asked. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick passed her hand 


wearily over her head and said: 

“ Why, I’ve been home.” 

The brother then told her that her 
husband was frantic over her absence, 
and thet the police and private de- 
tectives had been searching for her. She 
then suggested that she telephone her 
husband, and got up to do so. When he 
answered the ’phone she said: 

‘Frank, is this you? ”’ 

And as her husband’s voice came over 
the wire she dropped the receiver and 
commenced to sob. 

The brother told the husband where 
his wife was, and he then waited with 
her until Mr. Fitzpatrick arrived in an 
auto. 

Dr. J. B. McKenzie, who lives in the 
same house as the Fitzpatricks, was 
called in as soon as Mrs. Fitzpatrick 
reached home. He said that she was 
suffering from a severe mental strain 
as well as cold and too little food, but 
that a few weeks of quiet would restore 
her health. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick telegraphed his two 
daughters, who are in a New Jersey 
convent, aS soon as their mother was 
found. 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick, whose husband is 
associated with the banking house of 
L. F. Dommerich & Co., 254 Fourth 
Avenue, has suffered from melancholia 
for some time. Previously she made at- 
tempts to leave her home and one at- 
tempt at suicide, so a nurse was em- 
ployed to watch her. On Nov. 3, how- 
ever, she was apparently in such good 
spirits that when she expressed a de- 
sire to go to a grocer’s in Amsterdam 
Avenue near Ninety-seventh Street 
alone, the nurse permitted her to do so. 
She left the house about 5 o’clock, and, 
as later investigation showed, did go 
to the grocer’s and make several small 
purchases. She did not return to her 
home, though, and after waiting for 
her for several hours, Mr. Fitzpatrick 
notified the police and a general alarm 
was sent out. 

The day after his wife left his home, 
Mr. Fitzpatrick said that she had done 
the same thing before on several occa- 
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sions, but had always been found in a 
short time. Her most recent disappear- 
ance, he said, was about three weeks 
ago, when he was shopping with her in 
a& Brooklyn department store. Saying 
that she would return to him in a mo- 
ment, Mrs. Fitzpatrick left her hus- 
band standing by himself at a counter 
and walked off. She did not return, and 
was found the next day in Brooklyn. 
She said she did not know why she 
had run away. 

Two months ago, said Mr. Fitzpatrick, 
his wife attempted to kill herself by 
swallowing bichloride of mercury tab- 
lets. She was saved only by the prompt 
action of a physician, and after this ex- 
pessenes Mr. Fitzpatrick employed the 
nurse,

WILSON IS BLAMED 
FOR CURRENCY HALT 


Bill Progressed in Committee 
Till President Interposed After 
Elections, Says Hitchcock. 





CAUCUS NOT TO BE BINDING 





Drawing of Party Lines Spur Re- 
publicans to Fight—-243 Pend- 
Ing Amendments.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 10.—The grow- 
ing irritation in the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee at President 
Wilson’s active interposition in favor 
of certain features of the Owen-Glass 
bill found open expression on the floor 
of the Senate this afternoon. Respons!- 
bility for the committee’s deadlock was 


charged directly to the President by 
Mr. Hitchcock of Nebraska and Mr. 
Reed of Missouri, both Democrats. Mr. 
Reed has lately been wavering in the di- 
rection of a surrender to the White 
House, but in his speech to-day he de- 
fended one of the most important of the 
committee’s amendments as a_ step 
toward Government control and away 
from the bankers’ domination provided 
in the House bill, which the President 
has indorsed. 

Mr. Hitchcok, who has led the attack 
on the bill in committee, criticised_the 
President still more pointedly. Until 
last Wednesday, he said, the committee 
was making good progress toward agree- 
ing on a favorable report. On that day, 
however, which followed the elections, 
pressure from the President began to 
make itself felt in the committee, two 
Democratic critics of the bill were called 
to its support, a committee amendment 
was reconsidered, and the deadlock pre- 
cipitated in an effort to substitute for 
the amendment language understood to 
be acceptable to the President. The 
move for a party caucus, ne said, was 
the last phase of Executive pressure 
upon the committee, and he made it 
clear that he thought it the worst. . 


Republicans for a Fight. 


Republican Senators both in and out 
of the committee made it plain that 
a tightening of party lines would drive 
them into concerted opposition to the 
bill. The action of the committee in 
amending the House bill seems to have 
met the general approval of Republican 
Senators, while the call for a Demo- 
cratic caucus to get those amendments 


out of the way has produced a declara- 
tion of war. 

Debate in the Senate over a par- 
tisan currency bill is certain to last 
many weeks, and may well drag on for 
months. The statements that the con- 
ference on Wednesday would not be 
binding makes more than ever doubt- 
ful the prospect of accomplishing much 
in the direction of expediting legisla- 
tion. The one promising suggestion 
came from Mr. Hitchcock when he 
said that he would favor a motion to 
discharge the committee from further 
consideration of the bill and let the 
Senate thrash out the various details.

‘““We were told that the President 
could not accept the decisions reached 
by the majority of the committee, and 
we were urged to retrace our steps,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I know full well the force of 
such an appeal, and I have no criticism 
for those who yield to it. Were the 
issue political, I should yield to it on 
proper occasion. In my opinion, how- 
ever, the banking and currency question 
is not political or partisan and should 
not become so. 

‘IT should prefer to retire from a com- 
mittee rather than to vote for a vital 
or fundamental feature against my con- 
victions, even to meet the views of the 
President of the United States. The re-

sky, a thirteen-year-old boy, was dis- 
covered on March 25, 1911, in a small 
cave just outside of Kieff. The hands 


were tied behind the back and an ex- 
amination showed no fewer than forty- 
seven knife wounds. 

The cave was one of a hundred exca- 
vations which were cut in the 
rock ten centuries or more ago, when 
Kieff was the principal city of Russia.

The city, which is situated in southwest | 


Russia, on the Dnieper, has to-day a 
population of 250,000, and is the seat 
of the University of St. Viadimir, which 
has 2,500 students. 


The discovery of the murder made a} 


Kieff, which soon spread 
through Russia. The hatred of the Jews 
at once prompted the suggestion that it 
was a ‘ritual murder.’’ The investi- 
gation made by Chief of Police Krassev- 
sky, however, threw suspicion on Vera 
Tcheberiak, a notorious woman, Who was 
associated with a band of criminals. 
Krassevsky’s belief was that the boy 
was tortured to make him confess that 
he had given evidence to the police 
against the gang of criminals, many of 
whom were then in jail. 

There were strong reasons, however, 
why the Russian Government might wish 
to put the crime upon a Jew and to in- 
crease the hatred against the Jews in 
Russia by attempting to fix the stain 
of a “ritual murder'’ case on the race. 

The reason was that one month after 
the murder of Yushinsky 166 members 
of the Duma had- united in favor of a 
bill which would abolish the Jewish 
Pale and give Jews the right to enter 
any city they wished in Russia. By a 
vote of 208 to 138 this bill was referred 
to a committee. The proceeding was 
regarded by Governmental officials as a 
dangerous symptom of disaffection, and 
the charge has been universally made 
that the Russian Government deter- 
mined to seize the opportunity present- 
ed at Kieff and by supporting the ‘“ rit- 
ual murder’ charge to justify its 
anti-Semitic policy. This meant the re- 
vival of the charge that_has figured for 
centuries in trials_in Russia that the 
Jews use Christion biood in the prepara- 
tion of their Passover broad, and kill 
Christian children to obtain it.

as a witness, not against Beiliss, but) 
against the Jewish race. This was the 
priest Pranaites, who charged that the 
‘*blood dogma’’ existed among the 
Jews. 

‘The feeling of hostility and hatred |} 
which the Jews, actuated by their re-| 
ligious law, entertain against persons of ' 
other races and creeds attains its great- | 
est severity against the Christians,’”’ said 
the priest. ‘' From this feeling orig- 
inates the permission, nay, the com-; 
mand, to kill non-Jews. The prohibiton 
to take human life, which finds expres- 
sion in the command. ‘ Thou shalt not 
kill,” relates only to the killing of Jews.’’ 

During the trial and for months be- 
fore it the Russian Government had all 
its machinery in operation to create 
sentiment against Beiliss and against 
the Jews. Policemen who could tind 
nothing against the prisoner were sent | 
to jail. Newspapers which attacked the! 
prosecution of Beiliss were suppressed. 
All the semi-official Russian organs 
carried articles condemning Beiliss and 
taxing the Jewish race with the “ blood 
dozma.” The Russian Government re- 
fused to entertain any of the flood of

My 
only thought has been for my farnily, 
for my wife .and children. I was ar- 
rested and have been in custody for 
twenty-six months, though I do not 
know why.’’

The case against Beiliss crumbled to 
dust at the very outset. The first wit-

GENEVA, Nov. 10.—The arrest a 
few days ago of an Italian Anarchist, 
Francois Bonati, at the little town of 
Rouereto, on the Swiss-Austrian fron- 
tier, on a charge of being implicated 
in a plot to assassinate the Hmperor 
of Austria and the German Kaiser was 
not at first taken seriously by the pa- 
pers.

American Suffragette Said to Have 
Been Badly Injured. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—Zelie Emerson. 
the well-known suffragetteof Jackson, 
Mich, is lying seriously ill from concus- 
sion of the brain, the result of injuries 
suffered in the riot at Bow Baths, in 
the Eest End of London, on Nov. 5, ac- 
cording to an announcement made to- 
day by Mrs. Dacre Fox at the regular 
weekly meeting of the Women’s Social 
and Political Union. 

Miss Emerson presided on Nov. 5 at 
a meeting, at which it was announced 
that a volunteer corps was to be or- 
ganized for the protection of the mili- 
tant sufufragettes. Sylvia Pankhurst 
was present, and when the police tried 
to arrest her a violent fight with sticks 
and clubs took place, in the ‘course 
of which Miss Emerson was knocked 
down with a blow on the head. 








DETROIT, Nov. 10.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst and Mrs. R. H. Emerson of 
Jackson, mother of Zelie Emerson, met 
for the first time here to-night. 

Mrs. Pankhurst came from Ohio to 
address a Suffragist mass meeting in 
Detroit When she reached her hotel 
a telegram regarding Miss HKmerson’s 
injury was shown to her. 

‘** This incident will cause some Ameri- 
can people to realize the desperate bat- 
tle which we women are fighting in 
London,’’ said Mrs. Pankhurst. 

A white-haired woman approached, 
She saw the suffragette leader in the 
midst of a group of women, and hur- 
ried to grasp her hand.

of the community as a whole, be sub- 
jected to thoroughgoing Governmental 
supervision and control. 

“At present in the world of industry 
the difference in the reward of the man 
at the top and of the man lower down 
is often well-nigh infinite, and repre- 
sents a travesty upon justice. And, 
moreover, the difference between the 
reward given the man who merely han- 
dles th money and the rward givn the 
man who actually handles the men and 
machinery, is wholly disproportionate 
to the difference of service. We pro- 
pose sanely and cautiously but resolute- 
ly to strive to reduce this inequality and 
to bring about a condition of affairs 
more nearly corresponding to justice. 

“We are neither fanatics nor vision- 
aries. We do not expect to go forward 
so far and so fast that in any near 
future all that we ultimately hope for 
may be realized. Nor, on the other 
hand, do we belong among those timid 
and sordid souls who fail to go forward 
at all because the upward path is beset 
with difficulties. We do not intend to 
pull down unless at the same time we 
build up; and we do not intend to pull 
down at all unless it is necessary. e 
believe that the growth of modern in- 
dustry has necessitated a great increase 
in the .exercise of governmental func- 
tions by the tSate. 


Fools and Wise Men. 

‘““We do not intend to favor the vi- 
cious and the idle as against the trust- 
worthy, the foresighted and the hard- 
working. We know that it is folly to 
try to make the fool the equal of the 
man. But we intend to control 


places just as we control greed and cun- 
ning and brutality in low places. 

‘We intend to provide for the mother 
whose husband, the breadwinner, has 


died; and we intend to follow the man 
who deserts his wife or the mother of 
his children and force him to support 
her and them by his labor under the 
direction of the State. 

“We do not intend to destroy prop- 
erty. We intend to protect property. 
But we intend to strive for a juster 
and fairer correspondence between the 
possession of property and the service 
whether of mind or 0° body which war- 
rants such possession. We do not in- 
tend to destroy machinery. But we 
intend that machinery shall be the 
handmaiden and not the mistress of hu- 
manity. 

“We do not intend to destroy indtvid- 
ualism. We intend to further its de- 
velopment. But we intend that it shall 
be developed as the servant and not 
the master of man. All the most highly 
developed nations of the modern era 
are profoundly affected, for weal and 
for woe, by the play of the blind, tre- 
mendous forees which have produced, 


land are being produced by, the com- 


plex industrial civilization of to-day. 

“We refuse to sit, cowed and supine, 
before the changing play of these vast 
dim powers. Men of valiant soul must 
be the lords and not the servants of 
what they have themselves created. AS 
long as strength is given us with cool 
heads and fearless hearts we shall war 
unceasingly against what is evil and 
for what is good, so as to bring nearer 
the day when justice shall be done 
every man, every woman and every 
child within the borders of’ the wreat 
free commonwealths to which we be- 
long.”’ 

Honor Roosevelt with Degree. 


The university to-day conferred the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws on 
Col. Roosevelt. In an address at the 


‘ceremony the ex-Foreign Minister, Es- 


tanislas Zeballos, eulogized the ex-Presl- 
dent of the United States and his policy 
toward Panama. The speaker said that 
the United States must dominate in the 
Carribean Sea, otherwise the republics 
in that section would invite European 
intervention. 

Sefior Zeballos said the Argentine Re- 
public’s homage to Canning was un- 
called for, and suggested that the name 
of Canning, given to a street in Buenos 
Aires, be changed to that of Monroe. 
He declared that nowadays the Argen- 
tine Republic did not accept the pro- 


tection of the Monroe Doctrine, but it 
did acept Pan-Americanism. This did 
not mean hostility to Europe, he satd, 
as that continent supplied both immigra- 
tion and capital to the country. 

Col. Roosevelt in his reply recognized 
that Argentina did not need the pro- 
tection of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“We should have regard for Europe,” 
said the ex-President, ‘‘ but above all 
we should be citizens of our own coun- 
trys. I will always denounce revolutions 


‘in countries where the people are un- 


able to govern themselves. 


AWAIT WASHINGTON’S REPLY 





Business in Government Depart- 
ments at Manila at Standstill. 


MANILA, Nov. 10.—Gov. Gen. Harri- 
son left here to-day for Mindanao, ac- 
companied by Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, commander of the Philippines De- 
partment. It is generally expected that 
the result of his journey will be the 
appointment of a civil Governor. The 
American troops have already been 
withdrawn from that territory. 

The Philippines Commission is holding 
its sessions without the presence of any 


American member, and many vacancies 
in the Government service are to remain 
unfilled until the return of the Gov- 
ernor General.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 10.—As a resuit 
of mandatory instructions from Con- 
gress, the officials of the War Depart- 
ment were to-day forced to show their 
hand regarding plans for the defense of 
the Panama Canal and the Hawaiian 
Islands. Just where the garrisons of 
the mobile army and of the coast de- 
fense would be stationed ‘on thé Canal 
Zone and in the Hawaiian group, the 
strength of the military forces which 
the military experts would like to sta- 
tion there, was disclosed by. Henry 
Breckinridge, Acting Secretary of War, 
in plans transmitted to the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. The 
Acting Secretary said the canal defense 
works were almost completed, and it 
was necessary to have money at once 
to build barracks for the troops. | 

For several years the War Depart- | 
ment has been appealing for funds for 
the erection of barracks, but the House 
Appropriations Committee has been re- 
luctant about making the appropria- 
tions in the absence of detailed plans 
and estimates. The committee decided 
to ask for such plans and estimates 
when the last Sundry Civil bill was re- 
ported. 

These estimates were submitted to- 
day, first, for organizations at full 
statutory strength, and, second, with 
regiments of infantry increased to a 
possible maximum of 3,000 men. The 
estimates call for an expenditure of 
$1,753,600 in the Hawaiian Islands and

NSANE WOMAN TOOK 








Deranged by Grief for Lost 
Baby, She Thought Kidnapped 
Girl Was Her Daughter. 





FAMILY UNITED IN COURT 





Mrs. Sauter’s Husband Arrested for 
the Abduction Proved His tnno- 
cence and Went Back to His Wife. 





Three-year-old Florencé Satter, who 
was kidnapped on last Thursday by a 
woman in St. Gabriel’s Park, at Thirty- 
sixth Street and First Avenue, was re- 
turned to her mother yesterday after+ 
noon in the Domestic Relations Court, 
in Hast Fifty-seventh Street. Mrs. Sau- 
tert was waiting there to testify against 
her husband, August Sauter, who had 
been arrested on suspicion of having 
been implicated in the abduction of his 
daughter. He was held later on a charge 
of abandonment and nhonh-support. Up- 
stairs, in the Yorkville sCourt, Mrs. 
Rose Bero of 88 Fourth Street, Long 
Island City, who had been arrested by 
Detectives Murphy and Ginta of the 
East Thirty-fifth Street Precinct as the 
kidnapper of the child, was protesting 
her innocence before Magistrate House. 


It was by a strange series of coinci- | 


dences that the chief actors in the case 
were brought together under one roof. 
Mrs. Sauter told Magistrate Harris, in 


|} the Domestic Relations Court, that her 


husband had deserted her and their 


three children about six weeks ago, and | 


that she had neither seen nor heard 
anything of him since he departed from 
his home, at 633 First Avenue, until he 
was arrested after the disappéarance of 
their daughter. Sauter convinced the 
court that he was not concerned in the 
child’s abduction and that he did not 
know the woman who had stolen the 
little girl, He said he left his home 
because he was out of work and did 
not want to live upon the slender earn- 
ings of his wife. He said that he was 
willing to return home and that he was 
anxious to obtain employment. Magis- 
trate Harris put Sauter upon probation 
for six months, and ordered him to con- 
tribute $4 a week to the support of his 
wife and family. 

In the Magistrate’s court upstairs Mrs. 
Bero pleaded not guilty to the charge 
of abduction. She is a Hungarian and 
speaks broken English. Magistrate 
House was unwilling to proceed with 
her case without an interpreter, and ad- 
journed the hearing until to-morrow 
morning. The police say Mrs. Bero is 
insane, and her bearing in court bore 
out the assertion. 

According to the detectives, Mrs, Bero 
was an inmate of a sanitarium at Fish- 
kill Landing about five years ago, fol- 
lowing the death of a little daughter to 
whom she was devotedly attached. She 
is said to have delusions that children 
who have attracted her attention are 
her own. John Bero, the prisoner's hus- 
band, told the police at the East Thirty- 
fifth Street Station yesterday that Mrs. 
Bero had disappeared about five weeks 
ago and that he had been unable to ob- 
tain any trace of her until last Thurs- 
day night, when she returned, bringing 
with her the Sauter child. He had 
heard from his wife in her absence, 
Bero told the police, through a letter 
bearin an illegible postmark, which 
said that she was in a woman's hos- 
and had given birth to a little 
girl. 

On last Thursday Bero said his wife 
arrived home late at night and told him 
that the child in her arms was her little 
daughter. He questioned her closely 
and finally learned that she had 
“found” the little girl in a park in 
Manhattan. He told her that she 
would have to seek out the child’s 
parents and return her, but finally con- 
sented to permit her to keep the child 
over night. Bero asserted that it was 
his intention to accompany his wite 
to Manhattan the next day and to give 
the child over to the police, and also 
have Mrs. Bero committed for examina- 
tion as to her sanity. When he awoke, 
however, on Friday morning he found 
that his wife and the little girl had dis- 
appeared. 

Instead of secking out the little girl's 
home, Mrs. Bero visited the home of 
William Layden, a@ scene shifter em- 
ployed in an uptown theatre, who lives 
at 489 Second Avenue. She told Mrs. 
Layden that the fair-haired child was 
her own, and that she wanted to hide 
the little girl away from her husband, 


who had turned them both out of doors. | 
She paid Mrs. Layden $2 to take care | 


ot Florence Sauter for a few days, and 
then departed. When shé arrived home 
late Jast Friday afternoon her husband 
asked her what had become of the child, 


and she told him that she had taken her | 


home to her mother. Bero was satis- 


i fied with the explanation. 


In the meantime, however, Layden and 
his wife had questioned the little girl, 
and her answers aroused their sus- 
picions. They communicated with the 
police of the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station, but were unable to give the 
address of Mrs. Bero. They were ad- 
vised to keep the child until the woman 
returned for it, and when Mrs. Bero 
appeared at the Layden home yesterday 
she was arrested. The identification of 
the child as Florence Sauter followed, 
and she was restored to her mother at 
the court house in Bast Fifty-seventh 
Street, to which Mrs. Bero was 
prosgnt for arraignment in the Police 

ourt. 
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Referee Decides Against Jung’s Sult 
for Dead Son’s Interest. 


referee appointed by the 
Court to determine points of law in- 
volved in the application of Charles 
Jung for a share of the estate of his 
wife, Anna Louise Jung, was filed yes- 
terday in the County Clerk’s office. Mr. 
Jung, it was decided, was not entitled 
to share in the estate. 

Mrs. Anna Jung was Mrs. James 
Blake before she married Mr. Jung. Be- 
fore her first husband died she made 
a will, leaving her estate to her two 
daughters, the Misses Margaret and 
Anna Blake, in trust. 
not mentioned jn the will. In 1889, Mr. 
Blake died, and two yeats later Mrs. 
Blake married Mr. Jung. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jung had one child, @ son, who died 
in 1904, Upon Mrs. Jung’s death in 
1895 her will was probated and the 
courts decided that the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jung was entitled to a share in his 
mother’s estate. After this decision Mr. 
Jung began his suuit. His contention 
was that since a son had been born 
after his wife’s last will was made, his 
wife had died intestate as to that son’s 
share, thus making him, as the father, 
heir to a share of the property. 

Mr. Ingraham, in deciding the case 
against Mr. Jung, said that the wife's 
failure to provide a legacy for her 
husband in her last will,. even though 
that will was made before she married 
her sutviving husuband, was sufficient 
evidence of the disposal she wished 
to make of the property.

SPERRY WINS DECISION. 


Claim of Former Partner in Trad- 
ing Stamp Business Not Allowed. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court: in the case of Shelby B. Hutchin- 
son against Thomas A. Sperry has re- 
versed the decision of the Trial Court 
and dismissed the complaint. The parties 
were partners in the trading stamp busi- 
nesg from 1897 to 1900, and in October,

| which had paid debts of the firm in ex- 
| cess of the amount received. Thereafter 
lin the same month Mr. Hutchinson wold 
lhis stock in the corporation to Mr. 
Sperry’s brother, settled in Michigan 
{and made no demand on Mr. Sperry 
}and took no part in the business until 
ij more than ten years had elapsed. Then 
‘he began suit Claiming the partnership 
} had not been dissolved and that a large 
|part of the firm’s business had 
been turned over to the corporation. 
The Appellate Division holds that 
there was no evidence to sustain the lat- 
iter claim, and that even if there were, 
the action was barred by the statute 
of limitations. The Court also held that 
as the partnership was for no fixed 
period, it was dissolved by the abandon- 
ment of the plaintiff without any for- 
mal liquidation. 


THIEVES FELL SHOPKEEPER. 


They Then Loot Cash Register— 
All but $6 Safe in Bank. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon four men entered the dry 
goods store of Morris Goldstein, at 479 
Marcy Avenue, Williamsburg, and one 
of the four asked to sée a pair of 
gloves. As the proprietor turned to get 
the gloves, one of the pretended cus- 
tomer’s companions struck him on the 


back of the head with a _ blackjack, 
felling him unconscious on the floor. 
The four robbers then rifled the cash 
register and escaped. Goldstein did not 
recover consciousness for some min- 








utes, and the alarm was not given un- 
til Patrolman Joyce of the Vernon Ave- 
nue Precinct heard the injured store- 
keeper calling in feeble tones for as- 
sistance.

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SUBDUE MUTINEERS 
AFTER SHARP FIGHT 


Men from Revenue Cutter 


Quickly Overpower Polyglot 
Crew of Manga Reva. 








IN IRONS PENDING HEARING 





Captain Asserts Mutiny at Sea Was 
Wanton, Crew Say Officers Were 


Intoxicated and Cruel. 





Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10.—In_ re- 


sponse to a wireless call for help, the 
revenue cutter Onondaga to-day sped up 


Delaware Bay, and after a short, sharp 


fight subdued the mutinous crew of the 
bark Manga Reva, anchored off Lewes, 
Del. The crew will be taken to-morrow 
morning to Wilmington, Del., for a 
hearing before a United States Commis- 
sioner. 


The sailors, who rose against their 
Captain and bound and gagged him and 


the first mate when about 200 miles off 
the Delaware Capes, were placed in 
irons and imprisoned in the hold. The 
bark was left in charge of an armed 
guard, 

The Manga Reva sailed from Phila- 


delphia Oct. 9 with a cargo of coal for 


the United States Government, valued 


at $12,000. She was bound for San 
Francisco by way of the Horn. The 
agents had figured her as about cross- 
ing the equator when they were noti- 
fied that she was anchored in Delaware 
Bay. 


Upon arriving alongside the Manga 


Reva the boarding party of revenue men 
leaped over the bark’s rail with short 
knife bayonets fixed for action. The 
mutineers made a dash for the Govern- 
ment crew. Knives flashed and re- 
volvers were displayed, but no shots 


were fired, and in less than five min- 


utes the trouble was over. The bark's 
sailors were driven toward the stern 
and compelled to surrender. The en- 
Bagement could be seen plainly from 
Lewes, and the waterfront was lined 
With a curious crowd. 

There are twenty-eight men in the 
crew, and many nationalities are repre- 


sented. Few among them speak the 
same language. The story of their ex- 
ploit, as told by Capt. Townsend, the 
skipper of the bark. reads like a yarn of 
the days of Capt. Kidd. Capt. Townsend 
Said: 

Story of the Mutiny. 


I was in the cabin when the cabin 
boy came to me with terror in his 
face and told me that one of the crew 
was very ill forward and wanted to 
see me. I immediately started up the 
forward companionway and had just 
stepped upon the deck when eight 


men leaped upon me. 

In a moment they had procured 
handcuffs and kg irons from my 
cabin. Two of the men informed me 
that they had decided to take com- 
mand of the bark and that I was to 
remain in irons. They said that they 
were not content to be treated as in- 
feriors and were tired of the plain 
food served. 

The first mate was forward at the 


time 1 was seized. He also was 
shackled and brought below. We were 
both watched closely. One of the 


crew took possession of my revolver, 
while another kept my rifle in con- 
stant readiness for use. 

The lazaretto was broken into, and, 
after the polyglot crew had tasted 
liquor, the scene on deck was inde- 
scribable. The leaders soon lost all 
control over the mutineers, who would 
leave the wheel in order to take part 
in the fights which soon became gen- 
eral. They were unable to navigate 
the bark and were helpless. 

When the leaders realized that the 
vessel was in danger of going t@ the 
tottom in the first blow they came 
¢o me and begged me to navigate the 
ship for them. I offered to run into 
Bermuda, but the leaders would not 
eonsent. For three days they. urged 
me to take them back to Philadelphia. 
€ at last consented, and the mate and 
, were released. 

The crew were very suspicious and 
watched every move. They pretended 
that they understood my figures when 
I used the sextant. They were afraid 
I might run into Bermuda. One sailor 
told me that he‘ would shoot me the 
moment Bermuda was sighted. 

The mutineers insisted upon eating 
aft, and Chinamen, West Coast Afri- 
cans, and Lascars all crowded at the 
cabin table, while a Chinese erected 
his joss in my berth, and brought his 
opium layout there to smoke. Before 
releasing me one of the leaders had 
taken possession of the log, and each 
day he made such entries as, ‘‘ Captain 
dead drunk, food is putrid, and ship 
rotten. We may all go to bottom if 
— don’t lower boats soon and leave 

-.** 

It was their intention to reach shore 
in the small boats, and, probably after 
murdering the mate and myself and 
throwing our bodies overboard, create 
the impression that the Manga Reva 
had been deserted as unseaworthy. 


Accuse Officers of Drunkenness. 


Members of the crew say their action 
was due to the fact that the officers 
were intoxicated, and that a mate beat 
one of their number. 

The first news of the mutiny to reach 
land came to Lewes yesterday. When 
a pilot from the pilot boat Philadelphia 
boarded the ship, Capt. Townsend 
slipped into his hand a letter addressed 
to the ship’s agents at Lewes, as fol- 


lows: 
From Ship Manga Reva, 
Nov. 9, 1913. 
To Mr. Burbage. Dear Sir: Come to my 
assistance at once. Bring United States 
Marshal. Ship in hands of mutineers; had 
no way to offset it, and have nobody but 
mate on my side. I have manoeuvred to 
get ship back here safe. I was sick ahed 
when this took place; was tied up with 
mate, but have held out. Notify Capt. May 
to come to my assistance. Bring two re- 
Bponsible men to look after ship. Also 
wire ¥. E. Thayer, 112 Market Street, San 
Francisco, (the owner.) 
H, C. TOWNSEND. 


The agents telephoned to the nearest 
United States authority, and a message 
was sent to League Island asking that 
revenue cutters be summoned. Wire- 
less Messages were sent out. They were 
picked up by the cutters Itasca and On- 
ondaga at sea. They replied that they 
would rush to the Manga Reva and 
take charge. In the meantime George 
lL. Townsend, a Deputy Marshal at 
Odessa, Del., was reached by telegraph, 
and he sent word that he would be on 
hand. 

The Manga Reva was brought to an- 
chor off Lewes. As a gale raged over 
the bay all vesterday and last night, no 
vessels approached her after the pilot 
bagt left It would have been impos- 
sivie for smati boats to reach snore, so 
the mutineers had no opportunity of 

etting away. E » 
Ons it he crew, an American, disap- 
peared last night. It is believed that he 
was murdered and thrown over the side 
by the mutineers, who feared that he 
would testify against them, as _ he had 
been forced into the mutiny. The sec- 
ond mate is also missing, but is believed 
tc be hiding in the hold. 


The Vessel’s Dramatic History. 


The Manga Reva formerly was the 
British bark Pyrennes, and was built 
on the Clyde in 1891. Later she was put 
under the American flag, with her name 
changed. She hails from New York. 

While bound from Rangoon to New- 
castle, N. S. W., in 1900, the bark, then 
known as the Pyrennes, struck the Isl- 
and of Manga Reva, for Which she later 
was named, @ low-lying coral reef in 
the South Pacific. When the vessel 
struck, the natives, many of whom never 
hag seen a white man hetore bowed 
@ warlike disposition, und the crew was 


ce cl 





kept below while the savages threw 
Poisoned spears at it. 

Finally the supply of spears became 
exhausted, and the crew,- with half a 
dozen rifles, which were found, with 
ammunition, among the cargo, went 
ashore and captured several of the nat- 
ives responsible for the deaths of some 
of, the crew from the poisoned spears. 
The master of the ship held a court- 
martial, and, it is declared, put a dozen 
natives to death by hanging from_ the 
yardarms. This so terrified the others 
that there was no further trouble. 

For months the thirty-three survivors 
lived on the island without being mo- 
lested, subsisting mainly on cocoanuts 
and birds’ eggs, the onlv edibles to be 
found there. All hands finally were res- 
cued by a passing sailing vessel, and 
brought to San Francisco. The wreck 
was sold at auction in San Francisco for 
$235 to Capt. I. E. Thayer, who fitted 
out a wrecking expedition, floated the 
ship, brought her to San Francisc), re- 
paired her, and placed her under the 
American flag. 


DEFEND BOGARDUS CLAIM. 


Lawyers Take the Stand — Judge 
Hand Hits at Court of Appeals. 


Both the defendants, John H. Fonda 
and Elmer E. Good, were called to the 


stand yesterday in their own defense in 


the case which has been brought against 


them by the Government in the Federal 
District Court on the charge of having 
used the mails to defraud in the al- 
:eged ciaims of the descendants of An- 
neke Jans Bogardus against Trinity 
Corporation. 

Good, who is a Buffalo attorney, as- 
serted that all he had recelved from the 
case was $160 he realized on a mort- 
gage, about $500 in subscriptions, and 
$50 given him by Fonda for the ex- 
penses of a trip to Albany. 

When Good was asked in cross-ex- 
amination whether he could possibly 
believe that he could recover anything 
for his clients in the face of the de— 
cision cf the highest courts of the land, 
Judge Hand, who stood for the Court 


of Appeals on the Progressive ticket, 
broke in. He asked Good if he did not 
know that the courts had frequently 
handed down decisions which no one 
could understand and which were fre- 
quently reversed. 

Good replied that he did, and then the 
Court, addressing counsel, said that he 
would instruct the jury that the Court 


of Appeals many times reversed itself 
but did not often admit It. 


When Fonda took the stand he was 
found to be so deaf that in spite of an 
instrument he used counsel had to 
stand beside him and speak very slowly 
to make his questions understood. He 
said he was_86 years old. The Rev. 
James H. Hoadley, a _ Presbyterian 
clergyman, and E. C. Smith, a retired 


builder, gave evidence as to Fonda's 
character, and it is not belleved that in 


view of his age and infirmities the case 
against him will be pressed. The trial 
will be resumed this morning. 








GRADE CROSSING DEATHS. 


Nine Fatal Accidents Last Month in 
New York, Five in New Jersey. 


According to the report of the Na- 
tional Highways Protection Society is- 
sued yesterday, during October nine peo- 
ple were killed and two injured in grade 
crossing accidents in New York State 
and five were killed and eight injured 


in similar accidents in New Jersey. In 
the ten months ended Nov. 1 there 
were 149 grade crossing accidents in 
New York State, in which 100 people 
were killed and 20 injured, and New 
Jersey had 59 similar accidents, in which 
43 people were killed and 45 injured. 

Fifteen persons were killed in street 
accidents in New Jersey in October. Of 
these 11 were killed by automobiles, 2 
by trolley cars, and 2 by wagons, Seven 
of the 15 were children, and 5 of these 
were killed by automobiles. 





AS SAILS THAW’S WRIT. 


Counsel for New York Asks for Its 
Dismissal in Federal Court. 
CONCORD, N. H., Nov. 10.—A mo- 


tion to dismiss Harry K. Thaw’s habeas 
corpus proceeding in the United States 
District Court was filed to-day by Ber- 
nard Jacobs, one of the legal representa- 
tives of the State of New York. 

It is expected that a _ preliminary 
hearing will be held here early next 
week, at which arrangements will be 
made for considering the whole habeas 
corpus matter, including the amendment 
to Thaw’s petition, filed by his counsel 
on Saturday.

SALE OF MERCURY 


Health Board May Forbid Dis- 


pensing of Tablets Except on 
Physician’s Prescription. 





BLUE COLOR CONSIDERED 


Pharmacists Planning a State Con- 
ference to Fight the Frequency 
of Polsoning Cases. 


The frequency if deaths through bi- 
chlorideof mercury poisoning in the last 
few months has led the Board of Health 


to consider an amendment to the Sani- 
tary Code for the better protection of 
the public. Health Commissioner Led- 
erle said last night that two separate 
plans to reduce the number of cases of 
accidental poisoning were unier con- 
sideration by the board, and a decision 
between the two is is understood will 
be announced soon. The first of the 


two proposed amendments provides: 


Bichloride of mércury, otherwise corrosive 
sublimate, shall not be offered for sale 
or sold at retail in dry form, ‘except in a 
flat, triangular, or three-cornered tablet, 
colored blue, and the same shall be dis- 
pensed in a blue or amber colored corru- 
gated bottle conspicuously labeled ‘‘ poi- 
son ’’ in red letters, 


The second amendment reads: 

Bichloride of mercury, otherwisy cor- 
rosive sublimate, shall not be offered for 
sale or sold at retail, except upwn the 
prescription of a regular licensed prac- 
titioner. 

Action by the local Board of Health 
has been anticipated in pharmaceutical 
circles. The subject of the frequency of 


mercury poisoning cases was the main 
topic of discussion at the regular meet- 


: ! 
ing of the New York Branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association in 
the College of Pharmacy in West Sixty- 
eighth Street last night, and there it 
was predicted that the Board of Health 
Sroui soon yield to the public clamor 
for reform in the sale of bichloride of 
mercury tablets. z ; 

Many and varied view were exX- 


pressed at the meeting, and it was an- 


nounced at the close of the discussion 
that a conference of all the different 
branches of the association in the State 
for the purpose of drafting a bill for 
the State Legislature was being planned. 

A number of pharmacists gave it as 
their opinion that many physicians were 
very careless in handling bichloride of 
mercury tablets. One of the speakers 
expressed himself in this way: 

“ Physiclans come into our stores and 
carry away a dozen bichloride of mer- 
cury tablets in an arcinnty envelope. 
Then they go to see their patients. 
They leave the poisonous pills on a 
table without any kind of a warning 
as to their nature. Often they place 
two kinds of tablets on the table. Why, 
only recently a woman came to me and 
asked me to differentiate between two 
sets of pills which a physician had left 
in her house for her sick daughter. 
The physician, she said, had left orders 
that one kind of pills should be taken 
every half hour and the other every 
four hours. Now, one of tbe sets of 
pills was poisonous, but the family did 
not know it. That is the way accidents 
happen.” 

Dr. W. C. Anderson, Chairman of the 
association’s Committee on Legislation, 
voiced the view that the newspapers 
ought not to print reports of mercury 
poisoning cases. Some of the druggists 
favored the German system of the dis- 
pensation of the mercury preparation. 
Under this system éach tablet is wrapped 
in black paper and a number of the 
tablets are sold in a long vial, which 
is colored red and black, the German 
“poison colors.’’ The tablets can be 
sold only on prescription. Others held 
that the tablets ought to be colored 
green and that they ought to be square 
in shape. Others argued that the tap- 
lets ought to be colored green and that 
they ought to be square in shape. 
Others argued that the tablets ought to 
be cubes. One favored a ‘‘ jackstone ”’ 
shape, 

A yOu can’t stop this epidemic of pois- 
oning by mercury tablets any more than 
you can stop drownings,’’ asserted an- 
other druggist. ““y have been fifty 
years in the business, and I have seen 
many suicidal waves sweep over this 
country. I remember when the favorite 
method of suicide was by swallowing 
Paris green. Then it switched to car- 
bolic acid, and when legislation checked 
the sale of that poison gas came into 
prominence. The only thing to do is to 
put this lag ome off the market. It 
ought to be limited, and humanity would 
not suffer thereby. But if the sale to 
the public is to be checked, then the 
sale to physicians ought also to be 
checked.’’ 

Several of the pharmacists object- 
ed to the argument that humanity 
would not suffer if the free sale of 
the drug were prohibited. 

“Tf vou do away with bichloride 
of mercury,” said one, “ you will have 
more deaths from septicaemia than 
will be saved through the elimina- 
tion of the mercury compound.” 

The free use of the tablets by veteri- 
narians was scored by one of the 
speakers. Veterinarians, he pointed out, 
buy the tablets in lots of from fifty 
to 100 pounds. They use the tablets by 
the: handfuls and leave large supplies 
of them in stables where they are called 
in attendance. It is thus, is was argued, 
that many of the tablets find their 
way into unlabeled bottles. 


MODERN FADS NOT FOR HIM.

It came out yesterday that Anthony 


Comstock had threatened the employes 
of Mrs. 0. H. P. Belmont’s suffrage 
headquarters at 15 East Forty-first 
Street with arrest for selling Christabel 
Pankhurst’s book, ‘‘ Plain Facts About 
a Great Evil,’’ suppressed in New York, 
which contains the articles from The 
Suffragette, the English militants’ offi- 
cial organ, the sale of which was also 
suppressed in this city. Mr. Comstock 
called personally upon Mrs. Belmont to 
say that the sellers of the book must 
be arrested. When Mrs. Belmont stated 
that she was personally responsible for 
all sales, and that she and not her em- 
ployes should be arrested, Mr. Comstock 
decided to let the matter rest for the 
time. There were no copies of the book 
at the Belmont headquarters yesterday. 
Speaking of Mr. Comstock’s visit Mrs. 
Belmont said: 

‘*Mr. Comstock came to me about two 
weeks ago, and said that he would have 
to have the young women who were 
selling ‘Plain Facts About a Great 

Svil,’ at the headquarters arrested. He 
said that out of respect for my posi- 
tion he would not arrest me, but he 
would the young women down stairs. He 
seemed to think that some special re- 
spect was due me that was not due self- 
supporting young women who were earn- 
ing $15 or $20 a week. I told him he 
couid not do anything of the kind, but 
that if any one was to be arrested, I 
was the one who was responsible for 
the sales, and not the young women 
in my employ. He concluded then to 
pass it this time. The book was sold 
all over France and England, and no 
one took exception to it, and now it is 
all through the West and noone 
has hinted that it is objectionable. 

“Mr. Comstock did not dare to come 
here alone; he brought his lawyer with 
him and stayed for two hours talking. 
He said he had the greatest respect for 
his mother’s influence, that she died 
when he was 5 years old, and he had 
governed by her influence ever 


since. It must have been a strong infiu- 
ence that coti!d have had such a povwer- 
Aul efféct upon a child 5 years old. 
Mr. Comstock said later in writing to 
{me that he had not read the Pankhurst 
book, but that when he returned from 
the purity congress, which he is now at- 


tending in Minneapolis, he would know 
just what to do about it.’’

The ac- 
quittal of Briss ought practically to 
put an end to the horrible invention 
and superstition of “ritual murder.” 
It ought also to do much toward sup- 
pressing the stupid anti-Semitic feel- 
ing that has prevailed in Russia and 
has found expression in such cruel 
outrages. 

It is not easy to estimate accurately 
the influence of the multitudinous and 
fervent protests that have arisen 
throughout the civilized world against 
the prosecution resting on this absurd 
and outrageous charge. Undoubtedly 
these have stirred the more intelligent 
public opinion in Russ and have 
aroused indignation toward the Gov- 
ernment that exposed Russia and the 
Russians to such merited condemna- 
tion. It is not beyond possibility also 
that the Government itself has been 
affected, in spite of its refusal for- 
mally to receive the protests proffered. 
The advisers of the Czar may tardily 
have determined that the universal 
execration of civilized nations was a 
price too high to pay for the tem- 
porary advantage expected from the 
success of the prosecution. Probably 
some outbreaks of violence will follow 
the acquittal. If the Government ef- 
fectually restrains and suppresses 
them it will do much to redeem the 
reputation and to strengthen the posi- 
tion of the empire. 





DOCTORING SYMPTOMS. 

Dr. INGRAM, the Bishop of London, in 
instituting a campaign of the Church 
of England against immorality in the 
theatre, is clearly undertaking to cure 
a malady by doctoring the symptoms. 
No doubt there is enough of immoral 
suggestion and downright indecency 
on the English stage, as there is on the 
American, to convince a wideawake 
and thoroughly practical clergyman 
like Dr. InGRam that the Church is 
facing a grave situation. But to sup- 
press the show of indecency behind 
the footlights and leave the real dis- 
ease which is threatening to destroy 
society untouched would be like heal- 
ing an ulcer by outward applications 
and neglecting the cause of it. 

The looseness of moral thought and 
spirit on the English-speaking stage 
at present more surely indicates a 
state of social iniquity than the 
coarseness and flippancy in the come- 
dies of WYCHERLEY and SEDLEY when 
JEREMY COLLIER published his famous 
protest. Immorality then, so far as 
England was concerned, was almost 
confined to the fast set favored by the 
Court. The worst of it, too, is that the 
prevailing social malady is not alto- 
gether or even primarily due to the 
moral vagaries of a decaying aristoc- 
racy, but more largely to the unre- 
strained freedom and mistaken ideals 
of a recently awakened democracy. 

Undoubtedly the situation is as bad 
here as it is in England. There is 
plenty for the Church to do. The 
frame of mind and habit of thought 
which led to the supposedly private 
performance in this city on Sunday 
night of two unspeakably depraved 
plays must be attacked and cured. The 
idea that vice can be eliminated if it is 
only exhibited and talked about fre- 
quently in mixed society is an ancient 
device of the devil which has invaria- 
bly served his ends. It 1s serving 
them now. 





| CHASING THE TRUSTS TOO FAST. 


Representative HENRY is too impa- 
tient to follow his leader in the game 
of “busting the trusts.” He has in- 
troduced prematurely a bill making 
it a felony to break the anti-trust law, 
with the proviso that unionists shall 
not be convicted of that offense. This 
seems drastic on the one hand and 
discriminatory on the other. It may 
be doubted that the trust felons will 
be greatly impressed. The Sherman 
law is already a criminal statute, but 
juries will not convict individuals un- 
der it. In one case in the same pro- 
ceeding, and on the same evidence re- 
garding the same facts, the jury con- 
victed the defendant corporation and 
its officers. Mr. HENnrRyY’s 
bill will not be so drastic as he would 
like to make it until he finds some way 
of enacting that juries shall convict. 
Two laws covering the same point 
are not doubly strong. He has an ex- 
ample for exempting the unions from 
the pains and penalties he would 
enact against all others. The “rider” 
which the President signed prevents 
the use of Federal funds for that pur- 
pose, and now it is provided that the 
act shall not be a crime. It is not 
provided that unfons shall not be con- 
victed when their acts are lawful, but 
all acts of unions are taken out of the 
law. 

There is an example of what this 
means in two decisions rendered last 
week in the carpenters’ cases. Union 
carpenters agreed with certain manu- 
facturers regarding measures designed 
to give a monopoly of the jobs to the 
carpenters and of the contracts to the 
manufacturers. No.other carpenters 
were to be allowed to work, and other 
manufacturers would have their con- 
tracts hindered by strikes. Separate 
Judges decided that this was an in- 
fringement of the Sherman act pun- 
ishing conspiracies in restraint of 
trade, and permanent injunctions were 
ordered. It remains to be seen whether 
the injunctions “go.” Thus far the 
combination has operated better than 
any capitalist understanding through 
a term of years. It is difficult for any 
business to be done with profit con-

urers in league with them. Whoever 
attempted it found that his profits 
4#vanished or his life was made miser- 
able under annoyances such as accom- 
pany all labor troubles.

Why should there be any differ- 
ence between capitalists and labor- 
ers when their acts are of the same 
quality in the opinion of a jury of 
their neighbors? In neither case 
should the lines be drawn too strictly 
in favor of idealist or perfectionist 
conduct. In both cases the remark 
of the Judge in the Harvester prosecu- 
tion is applicable. In the words of 
Judge Hoox: 














































I don’t suppose there ever has been 
a business of any kind that has not 
had some of this sort of thing. But 
the question before this court is 
whether there was enough of it by the 
International Harvester Company to 
make,this concern guilty under the 
provision of the anti-trust law. 


If that is reasonable, Mr. HENLyY’s 
proposed law is unreasonable. To 
make all trust offenders felons and 
to provide in the same measure that 
all unions shall be allowed to do what 
the capitalists are forbidden to do is 
drawing it rather strong, even for 
these progressive days, when virtue 
and benevolence actuate all lawmak- 
ers. When courts and juries are told 
what they must and must not do we 
are not far from the sort of tribunal 
which is political rather than judicial, 
and in which the end of the trial is 
fixed from the beginning, as in the 
French Revolution. Convictions in 
such cases are neither findings of facts 
nor declarations of law. Such trials 
are part of a policy, and the sufferers’ 
fault is not that there are wrongdoers, 
but that they are out of sympathy 
with their times. Yet even in the 
French Revolution there were juries, 
and until the very last spasm it was 
necessary to take their verdicts. Are 
we outrunning the French Revolution?

Attacked, snport should have been 
But Not somewhat irritated by 
Imperiled. the attack made upon 


him and the work done 
and doing in the Cold Spring Harbor 
Laboratory by Dr. Davin Heron is natur- 
al enough. Not only was the attack a 
vehement one, but it was characterized 
by the bitterness and unfairness which 
have, unfortunately, been almost as 
often shown in scientific as in religious 
controversies. Dr. DAvpNPorT, however, 
was unnecessarily disturbed. 

As a representative and leading ex- 
ponent of the new or Mendelian school 
the American biologist has nothing to 
fear from the ‘“ biometrists,’’ for it is 
well.and widely known that the latter, 
in spite of the use they make of GaL- 
TON*s name, are strangely unlike that 
great man. He, undoubtedly, would 
have modified his views as to heredity 
had he known of MeEnpgt’s laws, the 
truth of the latter being not properly a 
matter of opinion but of demonstrable 
fact, and there is every reason for be- 
lieving that GaLTon, having found him- 
self on a wrong track, as, for all his 
genius, he certaifily was, promptly 
would have retraced his steps till he 
reached the place where he turned off 
and then gone on in the direction sug- 
gested by the wonderful Austrian monk. 

This the biometrists under Dr. Karu 
Pearson have refused. to do. Men of 
enormous industry in scientific research, 
they have collected a vast amount of 
material, and they have an easily ex- 
plicable reluctance for confessing, that 
it is almost worthless, and that they 
have been wasting their timé and toil. 
They cling desperately to every diffi- 
culty encountered by the Mendelians— 
and these difficulties are not few, though 
they are yielding one by one. Interme- 
diate forms between distinct types gave 
them for a while hopes of having found 
a tenable position from which to assail, 
or in which to resist, their rivals, but 
from this, too, they have been driven, 
and now their only consolation lies in 
pointing to the mistakes Inevitable in 
the use of a new and as yet imperfectly 
understood key to deep mysteries. 

Prof. Batsson, in his admirable book 
on ‘‘ Mendel’s Principles of Heredity,”’ 
says of the biometrical system, in which 
the doubleness of parentage is ignored, 
that the ‘‘ theoretical conceptions upon 
which this method is based were formed 
and elaborated first in ignorance and 
subsequently in disregard of Mendelian 
facts; but improbable as their validity 
was in pre-Mendelian times, it must now 
be obvious that these methods can mere- 
ly obscure the essential phenomena they 
were devised to discover.” 


In a recent address 


State Food before the American 
Laws Public Health Asso- 
Inadequate ciation, Dr. C. L. Ars- 


BERG, the new Chief 
Chemist of the Agricultural Department, 
made the startling statement that the 
Federal Pure Food and Drug act not 
only gave no real protection to a large 
fraction of the country’s inhabitants, but 
to a considerable degree increased their 
perils. 

The benefits of the law, he said, are 
chiefly felt in the big cities, for their 
food, unlike that eaten in smaller 
towns and villages, is mostly brought to 
them from beyond State lines and there- 
fore comes within the power of the Fed- 
eral Inspectors to pass or reject. The 
enormous remainder of our population 
is to a very considerable extent fed from 
the products of the land immediately 
around them, and, unless they happen to 
be near the edge of a State, this part of 
their food does not move as interstate 
commerce and is subject only to State 
control. In only a few States is that con- 
trol at all rigid, and in not a few towns, 
either because they have no Health Offi- 
cer, or because he is incompetent or neg- 
ligent, or because the money appropri- 
ated for his use is inadequate for effi- 
clency, anybody can sell practically any- 
thing anybody will buy, no matter what 
its quality. 

And it is to such towns as these that 
the stuff barred from better-protected 
places is carried for disposal, with the 
result that some of them get little else 
and all of them more than what might 
be called their natural share. Dr. ALs- 
BERG declared that of our 90,000,000 or 
more of people, at least 70,000,000 have 
-no systematic protection from the dis- 


ease-producing organisms capable of 
distribution with articles of food. 

The remedy is obvious—the passage 
and enforcement of State food laws at 
least equal to the Federal law in strin- 
gency—and uniformity in this sort of 
legislation is almost as essential to safe- 
ty as are wisdom and vigor of wording. 
It is worse than absurd that milk, for 
instance, that cannot ‘be sold in New 
York City should go to near-by towns 
which have not as vigilant Health 
Boards as ours, and it may give the peo- 
ple of Perth Amboy something to think 
about to tell them that. Dr. ALspera men- 
tioned it as one of the towns to which 
our rejected milk is taken.

A Shocking protesting against the 
Attack recklessness of the 
on Princes. mail wagon drivers, 


Berlin, or at least one 
of its papers, is declaring that the popu- 
lation of the German capital is suffer- 
ing overmuch from manifestations by its 
numerous Princes of a like disregard 
for human life. 

Speed laws, it seems, are excellent in 
Berlin, and excellently enforced, except 
against royalty and its near relations, 
and apparently some of the Berliners 
have come to the irreverent conclusion 
that not quite all the stings of death 
are removed when one’s ‘“ remains ”’ 
are widely scattered by an automobile 
furiously driven for or by the Very 
Great. 

Not having much to do, of course 
Princes are always in a hurry, and it 
would be sad, indeed, if they were de- 
prived of a privilege as dear to them 
as must be that of traveling through 
the streets at a rate forbidden to lesser 
folk. It is not reported that the Kaiser 
himself has killed anybody in this way, 
but several minor figures of his court 
have been thus unfortunate, without 
showing any indications of effective 
compunction. 

The problem’ is evidently one of dif- 
ficult solution. Princes are not wonted 
to observing the restrictions imposed on 
other people, and doubtless they will 
resent any diminution of their accus- 
tomed rights. 





TOO MANY CANDIDATES. 


New York Cursed with Its Number 
of Elective Offices. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial article, ‘‘ A Chance to 
Choose,” should be regarded as the 
bugle call for the assembling of sub- 
jects to be discussed by the people and 
acted upon by the delegates during the 
Constitutional Convention that soon will 
be here. 

Not only are conditions upset by the 
frequency of elections, but the mind of 
the elector is bewildered by the in- 
creased number of candidates and of 
parties, involving a ballot whose dense 
forest of names often staggers the 
keenest intellect, unless its possessor 
blindly stabs a circle under an emblem 
at the risk of indorsing one or more 
individuals he righteously would have 
repudiated. 

Let us make an effort to return to 
the simplicity of the fathers. How many 
of these scatter-brain, wild-eyed fanat- 
teal progressives who howl for the re- 
call are aware that .the recall was re- 
jected as impracticable by the men who 
framed the National Constitution? Sim- 
plify the methods of government, sim- 
plify the ballot! Reduce the number 
of elections, reduce the number of can- 
didates to be voted for. 

Centralize your power in State gov- 
ernment in the Governor, as it is cen- 
tralized to-day and has been since 1789 
in the President, and as it is in a mod- 
ified sense in the Mayor of New York. 
Abolish the election of State officers 
below Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. The State Treasurer is purely 
a nominal officer, and his office should 
be consolidated with that of State Con- 
troller and the latter appointed by the 
Governor, who should be vested with 
the power of appointing the heads of 
all State Departments and held respon- 
sible for them. 

To-day the District Attorney, the 
Sheriff, the County Treasurer, and the 
Register are constitutional officers and, 
therefore, require individual places on 
the ballots. The President of the 
Board of Aldermen, a quasi legislative 
officer, should be voted for. Aside 
from these offices, the Mayor should 
be granted the power to appoint all 
other heads of departments and to re- 
move them for cause. 


Political exigencies, the pragmatic 
selfishness, the insatiable appetite for 


power of politicians are responsible for 
all the blunders, deficiencies, and short- 
comings in our body politic to-day. The 
people are now in a mood and in a po- 
sition to exercise their power, and in 
that exercise should establish a con- 
stitution on the soundest, simplest, saf- 
est business lines, free from all par- 
tisan suspicion and political taint, a 
model for all States and all constitu- 
tional government and a positive guar- 
antee for the safeguarding of their 
rights, liberty, and happiness.

THE “FEMINIST” WOMAN 


A Thorough Radical Who Repudiates 
All Restraint. 


To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

There seems to be a growing mis- 
apprehension among journalists as to 
the present meaning of the word ‘ fem- 
inist’’ in the discussion now on as to 
woman’s position, 

In The Tribune for Nov. 6, the wife 
of John Purroy Mitchel is referred 
to as a “‘feminist’’ because she “ stays 
close to the hearthstone,” although a 
believer in suffrage for women. The 
Congregationalist in the current {Issue 





refers to the ‘‘feminist element” in 
the National Council just ended. The 
writer alludes, evidently, to the pres- 


ence of two women who are ordained 
clergymen doing noble work. 

In the generally accepted sense of the 
word, as used to-day among well-read 
people who have been studying the 
“woman movement,” the word ‘ fem- 
inist”’ is known to refer to the most 
advaneed type of women, who are out- 
spokenly radical regarding the subser- 
vience of women to established customs, 
traditions—even moralities. 

“A feminist is always a suffragist, 
but a suffragist is not always a fem- 
inist,”” writes Mrs. Winnifred Harper 
Cooley in a recent article in The Young- 
er Suffragists. In that article the be- 
liefs and intentions of ‘ feminists” 
are quite clearly outlined, and have 
been outlined before by writers from 
Bebel in Germany to Ellen Key in Lon- 
don and Inez Milholland (Boissevain) 
in this country. We have been told that 
‘“‘a feminist recognizes no social or 
moral limitations.’”” Surely the world 
to-day everywhere recognizes the fem- 
inist movement as one of the most 
resolutionary and dangerous, one of the 
most radical movements of the time. 

The woman suffrage movement is 
but a phase of it. The worldwide en- 
deavor to free women from any sort of 
restraint has gone to great lengths, as 
a careful study of the subject will 
enable any one to realize.

I en- 
deavored to show—and was misquoted— 
that there were two sides to Tammany, 
one historical and charitable, that helped 
the needy and sick of the organization, 
and that that side was not generally 
known énd almost never touched upon. 


Of the present political activities of 
Tammany and exsGov. Sulzer I said 
nothing. 


I deprecated the attitude of the in- 
terior papers, which portray Tammany 
as having such influence in New York 
City as to make it badly governed. I 
claimed that New York is well governed 
and a fine place in which to live. 

I ventured a suggestion that an in- 
teresting and perhaps original story 
could be made by portraying the origin 
and original aims of Tammany. ‘There 
is in every man a love for fair play. 
A few weeks ago I essayed to lead a

ing raps. It would make a good story 
and be fair play for some one to por- 
tray the Tammany ‘“ Tiger’’ with its 
full attributes—not always all claws and 
fangs.

RULES FOR PEDESTRIANS. 


Should “ Step Forward and Keep to 
the Right” on Sidewalks. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

The apparent interest recently shown 
concerning the rights of the pedestrian 
in the streets leads me to a few obser- 
vations on the pedestrian’s rights on 
the walks. 

** Step forward and keep to the right ’’ 
is a good rule, literally and figuratively. 
The purpose of walks and streets is to 
afford a path for traffic, to permit 
people to move from one point to an- 
other. That which clogs the current of 
traffic {is out of place in both streets 
and walks, and should be eliminated; as 
much when this clog is a person as 
when a crowd; as much when it is a 
baby carriage blocking the walk as when 
a stalled truck on the trolley track. 

*“*Step forward ’’ may be, then, the 
expression of the idea that a pedestrian 
should keep moving, or seek a spot out 
of the course of traffic. 

“ Keep to the right’’ is a traffic rule 
known throughout this country at least, 
and should be observed in the country as 
truly as in the city; but it is in the 
city that its non-observance causes the 
most trouble. On the crowded walks of 
Fifth Avenue or Broadway this rule 
should be obeyed as strictly as are the 
traffic regulations by vehicles. 

Signs bearing the legend ‘‘ Step for- 
ward and keep to the right’’ should be 
as frequently and conspicuously dis- 
played as those with ‘* Slow-moving 
vehicles keep near the curb.’’ 

- It is not the rapid pace of the city 
street that wears. It is the sudden stops 
to avoid collisions; the dodging around 
the thoughtless and careless, and the 
bumps from the rude, that make the 
city’s pace trying.

ART NOTES. 
Old Masters Exhibited at Ehrich 
Galleries—Lawrence Drawings. 


An exhibition of old masters opening 
to-day at the Ehrich Galleries deserves 


more than a passing comment. It in- 
cludes a beautiful little tryptich which 
is given by Dr. Friedlander to that 


celebrated artist who may be one and 
may be another, but who goes by the 
general name of Henri Met de Blés, and 
lis responsible for a series of religious 
|pictures, full of sentiment and naive 
humor, painted in the last years of 
the fifteenth century and the first haift 
of the sixteenth. The central panel of 
this tryptich is an ‘“‘ Adoration of the 
Magi” and the two side panels are rep- 
resentations of ‘“‘ The Nativity ” and the 
“Flight Into Egypt.” The feeling 
throughout is the simple, homely relig- 
ious feeling that found a not so dif- 
ferent expression in the “‘krippe”’ of 


the Christmas festivals. The conven- 
tional landscape and the bright, pure 
color are characteristic. 

To spring from this. brilliant little 
primitive to the stately ‘‘ Nobleman 
|with Dwarf” is a saltatory feat re- 
quiring some agility of mind. Both Mr. 
Berenson and Dr. Bredius give the 
‘‘Nobleman’’ to Tintoretto, and the 
breadth and dignity of the composition, 
ltogether with the rich humanity of the 
characterization, are sufficient to win 
the most captious critic. There is a 
gray balustrade in the background, 
against which is relieved the figure of 
the nobleman, who hands his helmet 
to an attendant dwarf. The grays and 
yellows in the costumes are superb, an 
the dwarf explains the influence of the 
master on Velasquez; but what im-/} 
presses the casual visitor most is the 
peculiar modernity of the effect. The 
face and head ot the principal figure 
might be placed in a room filled with 
Whistlers and Sargents and seem to 
belong to the same decade™ These two 
examples are the gems of the collection, 
but there is anotner ‘‘ Portrait of a No- 
|} bleman’”’ by Pourbus which is a fine 
performance, the dog’s head in the low- 
ler left corner of the composition show- 
ing a freedom and spirit of execution 
}unusual even with the old masters, who 
knew so much better than the young 
|masters how to do justice to their dogs.

An exceedingly interesting exhibition 
{is to open later in the month at the 
Seott & Fowles Galleries. It will con- 
jsist of the collection of sixty drawings 
by Sir Thomas Lawrence which was 


shown last Spring in London and sur- 
prised the British public with its ex- 
traordinary testimony to Lawrence’s 
powers of draughtsmanship. <A large 
proportion of the drawings come directly 
from the tamily of Lawrence, and range 
from the period when, as “a boy won- 
der,’’ he drew portraits of his father’s 
customers at the Black Bear Inn at 
Devizes to the days when the fashion- 
able world of London flocked to his 
studio. One of the drawings in the col- 
lection is a pretty bit of testimony to 
the friendly spirit of the artist. 

Mrs. Charles B. Calmady was the 
mother of two beautiful children, and 
Lewis the engraver told her that if 
Lawrence should see them he was sure 
that he would be willing to paint them 
on any terms. Presently Lawrence 
did see them, and found them to his 
liking, and took a hundred guineas from 
his regular price, ‘“‘ throwing in’ the 
exquisite preliminary drawing, upon 
which he spent much more time than 
was his custom to give to sketches of 
preparation.

GARRISON BACK FROM CANAL 


Riding Through to Culebra Cut an 
Experience, He Says. 


Secretary of War Lindley M. Garrison, 
who has been on the Isthmus inspecting 
the Canal and studying at first hand 
the fortification of the great waterway, 
arrived in New York on the Panama 
liner Colon, from Cristobal, yesterday 











morning. With the Secretary came Mrs. 
Garrison, Brig. Gen. Erasmus M. 
Weaver, U. S. A., Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery, and Mrs. Thomas F. Walsh and 


Mrs. George Leary, who went to Pan- 
ama as guests of Mrs. Garrison. 
Secretary Garrison described his trip 
through the Canal from the Atlantic 
end into the Culebra cut as a wonder- 
ful experience. He said that the great 
Gatun locks work perfectly, and that 


one would think they had been in opera- 

tion for years instead of a few weeks. 
‘““The Canal,’ said Secretary Garrison, 

“seems finished. We went through the 


Gatun locks, the gates swinging per- 
fectly, and then through Gatun Lake, 
and from that into the wonderful Cule- 
bra cut. In Culebra cut it seemed that 


we were sailing through a mountain, the 
sides of the cut towering high above. 
We proceeded as far as the Cucaracha 
slide, which is only about two miles 
distant from the locks on the Pacific 
side.”’ 

Mrs. Garrison said that before leaving 
New York—she left here at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon—she expected to do 
a little shopping in Fifth Avenue, Some- 
body guessed that the shopping had to 
do with a wedding present for Miss Jes- 
sie Wilson, the President’s daughter. 

Gen. Weaver said that he had inspect- 
ed the sites for the fortifications on the 
Canal and had found them satisfactory.

How the American returns in time to 
congratulate the town und O’Grady on 
their unexpected liveliness, and how he 
pays not only for the awful statue, but 
for the pier as weil, are mere details 
of an excruciatingly funny act. 

When the Governor's aid de camp de- 
mands an apology to his chief on the 
rounds that there never was a General 
John Regan, hence an invitation to 
speak at the unveiling of his monument 
is an insult, the resourceful doctor is 
not in the least nonplussed. 

“If we had put up a statue of the 
Apolio Belvedere, or the Venus de Milo,” 
he urges, ‘‘the Lieutenant Governor 
would have spoken. But those people 
never existed.” 

And, when after the ceremonies the 
American confesses the hoax, O’Grady 
is as ready with his argument. 

“Who can deny,” ‘ne asks, ‘‘the ex- 
istence of a man whose statue is there, 
Staring you in the face, to prove it?’’ 

It is all most enjoyable, teuched with 
the keenest sort of humor, and yet 
somehow suggesting that the man who 
wrote it is not without a leaven of real 
Sympathy. This it is to write real and 
useful satire, which conveys a gentle, 
kindly criticism of life as well. 

In the present cast chief joy comes 
from the wholly natural humor. and 
unction of W. G. Fay’s acting in the 
role of the Irish editor, a good-natured 
fire-eater whose habit it is to make 
Speeches but who never seems to be too 
completely obsessed with his own se- 
riousness. 

Surprisingly good, too, is Harry Har- 
wood’s performance of the innkeeper, 
delivered with a dialect that does not 
suffer by comparison with the genuine 
article of Mr. Fay. 

And Mr. Arnold Daly plays the Doctor 
with very great skill. tI is the best 
role in the piece, and he brings to it a 
very considerable amount of variety and 
sirited good humor, lacking only the 
quality of personal charm to make it as 
appealing as it might be. 

Miss Marie O'Neill is a piquant and 
pleasing little Irish girl, and plays the 
role neatly, and there are good figures 
by Mr. Burton.

Henrietta Crosman acted the réle of 
the prima donna attempting to teach 
the younug rector common sense and @ 
practical view of life last night at the 
Harris Theatre in the play ‘‘The Tongues 
of Men.” The theme was quickly re- 
vealed in the opening act, where the 
young rector of a fashionable church, 
the Rev. Penfield Sturgis, after receiv- 
ing the platitudinous praises of some 
of the leading members, is suddenly con- 
fronted in the vestry room with the 

rima donna herself, who denounces his 
gnorant and unchristian view of life in 
assailing. her personal character, be- 
cause, as an artist, she sang the role 
of a reprehensible character. At _ her 
earnest request to teach him something 
of life, he consents to visit her at her 
apartments. 

The last two acts show the effect of 
these visits. The minister is not only 
fascinated by the charming woman, but 
is touched at the exhibitions of kind- 
ness she shows to others. Her man- 
ager suddenly brings news that the 
| Mayor has stopped the presentation of 
the objectionable opera as a result of 
the rector’s sermon, published broad- 
cast in the papers. With the same 
amateurish reasoning as prompted his 
sermon he declares his intention of 
writing to the Mayor that his views 
| have changed, and he does it to save 
| the taint of hypocrisy, against the ad- 
vice of the prima donna herself, his 
fiance, Georgine Darigal, to whom he 
had proposed in a cheerless manner in 
the vestry ‘room, and the matter-of- 
fact Dr. Fanshaw, who added real dig- 
nity and humor to his part and eventu- 
ony. carried off the prima donna for his 
wite, 

Then there are more stirring scenes or 

other complications, for, to tell the 
truth, there was very little stir in work- 
ing up the climaxes.

this moral lesson. 

There are, however, some witty side- 
lights, which relieve the heaviness 
somewhat, and the scene with the chorus 
girl, Winifred Leeds, in which she sings 
an operatic selection excellently, thereby 
revealing the possibilities of a grand 
voice, was one of the pleasing features 
of the play.

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Ex-Lieutenant Governor of Trans- 
vaal Succumbs in London. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—Sir Richard Solo- 
mon, High Commissioner in London for 
the Union of South Africa, died here to- 
day at the age of 63 years. 

Sir Richard Solomon was born in Cape 
Town on Oct. 18, 1850, and was educat- 
ed at South African College, Cape ‘Town, 
and at St. Peter’s College, Cambridge, 
where he was a twenty-third wrangier. 
He was called to the bar from the Inner 
Temple in 1879 and became the legal ad- 
viser of Lord Rosmead on his mission 
to Mauritius to inqmre into the affairs 
of that island in 1886. Later he was 
appointed a member of the Native Law 
Commission of South Africa and was 
also made Chairman of the Mining 
Commission. Subsequently he was elect- 
ed a member of the Assembly of Cape 
Colony for the division of Tembuland, 
and served as Attorney General of the 
Schreiner Ministry from 1898 to 1900. 
In 1901 and 1902. Sir Richard was the 
legal adviser to the Transvaal Admin- 
istration and to Lord Kitchener, and 
1902 to 1907 acted as Attorney 
General of the Transvaal. During the 
year 1905-1906 he incidentally served 
as Lieutenant Governor of the Trans- 
vaal, He was created G. C. M. G. in 
toll, KEK. C. ©: in 1907. EK. GC. Be in 
1905, and K. C. M. G. in 1901. 

Sir Richard was an honorary Fellow 
of St. Peter's College, Cambridge; a 
member of the Executive and Legisla- 
tive Counucils of the Transvaal; special 
representative of South Africa at the 
Delhi Durbar in 1901, Agent General in 
London for the Transvaal from 1907 to 
1910, inclusive, and a member of the 
Athenaeum and Reform Clubs, London.

Bankers and Sponsors Debate 
the Currency Bill at Eco- 
nomic Club Dinner. © 





F. A. VANDERLIP ATTACKS IT 





Says Legislation Can Walt and 
Urges President Not to Put Party 
Triumph Above Country’s Needs. 


At the twenty-fifth annual dinner of 
the Economic Club of New York, held 
last night at the Hotel Astor, the Owen- 
Glass Currency bill was defended by its 
sponsors in the Senate and in the 
(House. Frank A. Vanderlip, President 
of the National City Bank, went over 
the objections he had already made at 
official ‘hearings, defended his own 
plan for currency reform, and in the 
course of his remarks made a strong 
defense of Wall Street and of New 
York bankers generally. 

The dinner resulted in a friendly de- 
bate between Senator Owen and Mr. 
Nanderlip. Senator Owen said that the 
Currency Committee had been charged 
with making the ‘‘great and serious 
error’’ of having Federal reserve notes, 
proposed in the bill, “‘ obligations of the 
Government.” He pointed out that by 
the act of 1900 the Secretary of the 
Treasury was required by law to main- 
tain a parity between all forms of 
money issued by the United States. That 
law, he asserted, had been praised so 
widely that it was redeclared. Yet, he 


argued, there were many who asserted | began with a defense of ‘‘ Wall Street’”’ 


that the Federal reserve notes should 
be the notes of the reserve banks and 
mot the notes of the United States. 

Mr. Vanderlip, following Senator 
Owen, made the assertion that the most 
serious defect to be found in the Dill 
was in the nature of the currency it 


authorized, because that currency was 
in fact a fiat money issue. 

James Speyer, the banker, President 
of tne Economic Club, presided, and he 
also defended New York's right to lead 
in finance. However, he made the point 
that not only bankers but economists 
should be allowed to pass on the cur- 
rency question. 

The guests of honor were Marcus M. 
Marks, President-elect of the Borough 
of Manhattan; Sir George Paish, editor 
of: The Statist; Dr. Ludwig Fulda, au- 
thor and dramatist of Berlin; rof. 
Karl F. Th. Rathgen of Hamburg, and 
William M. Acworth, Cnairman of the 
London United Tramways Company. 


New York’s Rights. 


Mr. Speyer welcomed the club’s guests 
Of honor and then said: 

“The subject selected for this evening 
fs ‘Fundamental Questions in Banking 
and Currency Reform, with Special Ret- 


erence to the Currency Bill,’ and the 
committee has specified these questions 
as follows: 


1. Does the Owen-Glass bill provide for 
Government control or supervision, and 
what should be the qualifications and the 
tenure of office of the members of the 
Federal Reserve Board? 

2. Should the notes be issued and guar- 
a@nteed by the Government? 


“‘Being somewhat of a banker my- 
self and having very definite views on 
these questions, I feel sorely tempted 
to take part in this discussion myself, 
but I am not going to take advantage 
of your kindness in making me your 
President. There are, however, two 
things I want to say to you, with your 
porearien, and I hope you will like 

em. The first one is this: 

‘“‘ For reasons historic and geographic, 
and others which it is needless to men- 
lon, our City of New York has become 


cial centre of our great country. We 
sd proud of it, and want and intend to 
c<eep this position. I predict that any 
attempt to change this by legislation— 
if ever such were made—will fail and 
would bring disorder, if not disaster, to 
the whole country. The only way that 
I can see by which we could lose, nat- 
urally and justly, our leadership or the 
influence that goes with it would be if 
we of New York did not recognize in 
good time the legitimate aspirations 
and needs of our fellow-citizens in 
other parts of our great and growing 
country, and the duties and. responsi- 
bilities which our position of supremacy 
entails on us toward the whole nation. 
Do not let us forget that New York 
can only prosper and be happy if the 
whole country prospers and is happy. 
Some of us may think that we here 
have a paramount or special interest 
in banking reform and are entitled to 
special consideration, but I think we 
are all bound in honor and by en- 
lightened self-interest to approach and 
help such new legislation in a broad 
and patriotic spirit as citizens of the 
whole country. 

‘Another thing that I would like to 
say, with your permission, is this: Of 
course, in framing a banking and cur- 
rency bill, the suggestions of bankers 
of practical experience should be heard 
and heeded, and they surely have been 
given ample opportunity and consid- 
eration by the Chairmen of the two 
Committees of Congress, to express 
their varying views. But not al] bank- 
ers are approaching this subject free 
from local bias, and it is only human 
that supposed self interest should in- 
fluence some of them. The experience 
of this, and of other countries, shows 
that the detached student of history, 
the independent economist, the broad 
minded man in touch with public af- 
fairs—that these frequently form an 
equally correct and reliable opinion, pro- 
vided they take the time to study the 
subject thoroughly, and without parti- 
san spirit. Therefore, I think it is a 
mistake to suppose or insist that, in 
framing new banking or currency legis- 
lation the varying views of bankers 
should be regarded as the only ones to 
be considered or heard.” 


Slip in the Platform. 


Prof. Joseph French Johnson, Dean 
of the School of Commerce in New 
York University, was the first speaker 
Mr. Speyer introduced. He said: ‘“ Re- 
cently, to my astonishment, I have 
learned, on very high authority, that 
the Baltimore platform did not declare 
against a central bank in general, but 
merely against the Aldrich plan for a 
central bank. Its language as pub- 
lished in the newspaper of the day, and 
in the World Almanac for 1913, was as 
follows: ‘We oppose the so-called Ald- 
rich bill, or the establishment of a 
central bank.’ I am now told the word 
‘or’ in the plank was written ‘for,’ 
and that the plank as adopted by the 
convention in Baltimore read as fol- 
lows: ‘ We oppose the so-called Aldrich 
ylan for the establishment of a central 

ank.’ 

‘““Now I am a Democrat, and I would 
Jhave voted for that in the convention. 
Thus, by a trifling typographical error, 
the omission of a single letter of 
the alphabet and the insertion of a 
comma, the House Committee felt com- 
pelled to turn a deaf ear to any propo- 
sition looking to the correct solution 
of this problem, and to devise a bank- 
ing plan which flies in the face of 
banking experience.” 


Senator Owen’s Defense. 


The next speaker, Senator Owen, said 
he was glad to appear before the Eco- 
momic Club to defend and advocate the 
“remarkable mastodon constructed 
down in the City of Washington.” 

“This bill,” he said, ‘‘ proposes to 


ive the financial system of the United 
States certain important improvements, 
which have beén found essential te the 

rfection of our national system. It 
e agreed on all hands by those who are 
learned in this matter, that we need 
to concentrate and to make mobile the 
bank reserves of the United States; that 
we need to supplement the concentra- 
tion and mobilization of reserves by 
electric currency and by this means 
build up in thi scountry an open dis- 
count market, which will enable the 
business man of the country at all times 
to obtain the accommodation which his 
merit entitles him to. We need these 
improvements in our financial system 
in order to stableize the interest rate. 

“Tt is easy to criticise a measure; it 
je far more difficult to write one that 


a pa se SS 









considering the present position of this 
legislation, that it was one of the most 
solemn and important opportunities IL 
had ever faced. I would say to him 
that the country owes to him unbounded 
praise for the firm stand he has taken 
for currency legislation. Without that 
positive determination, without the grim 
will that he has shown, legislation at 
the present time would be impossible, 
and there is due to him for his courage, 
his persistency, for the strength of his 
political purposes, unstinted praise, but 
I could not stop with saying that. 1 
would say: ‘Mr. President, the history 
of this country, with which you are 50 
familiar, presents few examples of 
greater responsibility resting upon its 
Chief Executive. Tariffs, tax schemes, 
or even wars themselves may affect 
only members of the body politic, its 
hands, its arms, but banking and cur- 
rency legislation affects its heart. it 
reaches every citizen, humble or great, 
rich or poor, and the measure history 
will make of your acts will be largely 
influenced by the success or the fail- 
ure of the legislative programme which 


u are now with your splendid will 
iereanltiet upon the country. We nee? 
legislation, but that legislation mus 
conform to higher laws than any man 
or set of men can make—to the laws 
of economics. Those laws ‘are greater 
than party platforms, they are greater 
than any administrative programme; 
they will work undeviatingly whatever 
legislation you write upon the statute 
books. There can be no time limit be- 
‘ond which you cannot change a legis- 
lative plan if by such change you will 
more nearly conform that plan to these 
higher laws. There is nothing, in the 
financial situation that need give you 
cause to hurry, if by taking time for 
deeper consideration and for better un- 
derstanding your proposed enactments 
can be improved, The enactment of new 
banking and currency laws may be made 


is beyond criticism. This bill, which 
provides for twelve oa banks—not 
less than twelve regional banks—has 
been ee, and caustically criticised 
becausé it did not establish one centrai 
bank. We are advised here to-night 
from this rostrum that the Democratic 
piattorm at Baltimore declared against 
he Aldrich plan for a central bank. The 
fact is the proceedings of the conven- 
tion as duly reported were against the 
Aldrich plan or a central bank, not for 
@ central bank; and in the campaign 
book that went out the letter ‘f’ was 
inserted, It was a sin of commission, 
and not a sin of omission, and the 
guilty/ party has not been found. 

“We have been charged with making 
the great and serious error in having 
these notes obligations of the Govern- 
ment.

Glass Hits at Bankers. 


Congressman Glass, who fathered the 
bill in the House, spoke for more than 
an fhour in its defense. He said that 
he was not in full accord with all of 
the details, but that in framing the 
bill it was necessary to treat with twen- 
ty-three members of the House com- 
mittee and more than 400 other Con- 
gressmen. The bill, he said, was never- 
theless a good one, and he was willing 
to stand behind it. Then he turned ‘nis 
guns on the members of the American 
Bankers’ Association, saying that they 
had approved in the Vreeland-Aldrich 
plan some of the very things which 
they now objected to in the new cur- 
rency legislation. 

“There are many things I can learn,” 


he said, ‘“‘ but what Y have been unable 
to learn is what the American bankers 
really want. 

“This is really admirable currency 
legislation, and you are going to have it. 
And you will thank us for it.” 

In concluding his address, Mr. Glass 
said that as far as he could see the 
banks didn’t discover until very late 
that the proposed bill was unworkable. 
Then they gave three reasons for, their 
belief, one of them that the bankers 
were not given representation on the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

‘tI seemed fair to me that they should 
be represented,’ he said. ‘‘ When the 
President of the United States in con- 
ference gave it as his opinion that they 
should not be represented, I didn’t sleep 
a wink that night.’’ 

When the argument was presented 
that it would be as fair to allow the 
railroads to be represented on the Inter- 
state Commerce Cummission as to have 
the bankers represented on the Federal 
Reserve Board, said Mr. Glass, he 
changed his mind, and became satisfied 
that the President was right. 

Mr. Glass said that the criticism to 
the effect that the bankers had not re- 
ceived a fair heating was most unjust. 

““We did not,’’ he said, ‘ first build 
the bill and then ask the bankers to 
come and tell us their ideas. We heard 
them first and then we built the legis- 
lation. The first people to see the bill 
after we had drafted it was a commit- 
tee of the urrency Commission of the 
American Banking Assoclation. They 
went over it in detail here in this very 
hotel in ew York City before it was 
even introduced in the ouse of Repre- 
sentatives, and yet they talk about the 
haste and the inconsiderateness of the 
judgment of the business interests and 
the banking community of the country. 
Then we have ‘issued fiat notes.’ 

“Well, let us see if we have issued 
fiat notes. I invite your attention 
to this report mage on the bill, hand- 
ed to me by the Currency Commis- 
sion of the American Banking As- 


rency reform. 

“What does this cry of government 
by the people really mean?” he asked. 
‘“‘Who are the people? Are not my as- 
sociates and am not I one of them? I 
stand charged with the offense of being 


President of the largest bank in the 
United States. ‘Who are the officers of 
that bank? Let me tell you that with a 
single exception they are men whose 
boyhood started in poverty. I myself 
wore the blue overalls of a farm hand 
and a machine shop apprentice. One of 
our Vice President’s memories of boy- 
hood begin as a cotton picker in the 
fields of Louisiana; another as a teacher 
in a country school in Kansas; another 
as a newsboy in the streets of Chicago. 
I could go through the whole list and 
tell you of the most humble beginnings, 
the greatest sacrifices, of fidelity to 
duty and of improvement of opportun- 
ity that have served to separate these 
men from others who started as they 
did, but who are, instead, ending not 
far beyond the starting point. 

“T have cited the bank with which I 
am connected because it is a case with 
which I am intimately familiar. In 
general terms, however, the same may 
be said of every bank in New York City 
or pretty much anywhere else in the 
country. In such a technical and intri- 
cate matter as banking and currency 
legislation do you want the advice of 
‘men who have started in most humble 
surroundings and remained there, or of 
men who, in spite of every handicap, 
have surmounted the barriers and have 
made a success of life? 

“JT am charged with representing an 
institution that in the minds of some 
people seems to be the vary fangs and 
claws of the ‘Money Trust.’ Yet in its 
dealings with the public the limit of 
interest which it has ever charged is 
6 per cent., no matter how high the rate 
in the Street. has gone above that. That 
institution has always stood ready to 
assist the Government in its financing 
at any and all times, even at the possi- 
bility of loss to itself. In its dealings 
with its employes it has provided lib- 
erally for pensions and insurance with- | 
out cost to them; it has created a fund | 
larger than the endowment of some col- 
leges for their education, and it looks 
after their physical welfare with the 
most scrupulous care. 

“T decline quietly to be tagged a dis- 
credited citizen, or to come before you 
with an apology for the business in 
which I am engaged.’’ 

Mr. Vanderlip then gave the points 
on which there was substantial agree- 
ment, and continued: 


Currency a Fiat Issue. 


“To my mind the most serious defect 
is to be found in the nature of the cur- 
rency which this bill authorizes. That 
defect, however, does not lie in the fact 
that the currency fails to conform to 


those principles which should govern 
an elastic note issue. It is more fun- 
damental than any of the principles 
which I have been discussing. The cur- 
rency is, in fact, a fiat money is- 
sue. Sound safeguards have been 
thrown about the banks to which the 
Government proposes to loan these fiat 
notes, but they are none the less fiat 
in character, having no gold cover and 
no adequate means of redemption pro- 
vided, so far as the Goverkment itself 
is concerned, Safeguards are thrown 
about their issue which in effect makes 
them banknotes after they have reached 
the hands of the bank. That is what 
| theyshould be, and that is all they should 
be. So far as the working of a bank- 
ing and currency measure is concerned, 
the fact that the note is the obligation 
of the Government, and is made re- 
deemable by the Govertment, will not 
destroy its elastic quality as a bank- 
note. We might go on under such a 
system for a long time without experi- 
encing any evil in it. That very fact, 
however, would lead the general public 
to see that currency turned out by a 
Government printing press, and loaned

“The plan that I presented was for a 
central bank, the stock of which should 
be freely subscribed for and owned by 
the eee and the management of 
which should be solely in the hands of 
the Government.

Recelver Nixon Elected President 
Under Receivers—Yoakum Chairman

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 10.—W. C. Nixon, one 
of the St. Louis & San Francisco re- 
ceivers, was elected President of that 
system at the annual meeting of the 
new Directors to-day. Benjamin F. 
Yoakum of New York was re-elected 
Chairman of the Board of Directors. 
The result was a victory for the West.

S. W. Fordyce, Director St. Louis Union 
Trust Company; W. C. Nixon, receiver 
for the Frisco; W. B. Biddle, receiver 
for the Frisco; James Campbell, capi- 
talist; Festus J.‘ Wade, President Mer- 
cantile Trust Company; H. H. Pierce, 
member of the legal firm of Sullivan 
& Cromwell, New York; Alexander 
Douglas, auditor of the Frisco; John T. 
Harris of Harris, Winthrop & Co., in- 
vestment bankers, New York; B. F. 
Yoakum, former Chairman of the Board 
of the Frisco; Benjamin P. Cheney, 
Boston, 

In the fight for control of the Di- 
rectorate, the Western interests were 
represented by S. W. Fordyce and Al- 
bert T, Perkins, while Charles H. Sabin 
of New York and Nathaniel Thayer of 
Boston represented Eastern stockhold- 
ers and James Speyer, the New York 
banker, who has been financial agent 
of the road for many years.

The Fifth Avenue Coach Company, one 
of the corporations which is trying to 
obtain permission to extend the motor- 
bus service of the city, for which it at 
present holds the monopoly, has filed 
its report for its operations up to June

company made last year a net profit of

Spring Carpet Season Opened. 

The prices named by local houses at 
the opening of the Spring carpet season 
yesterday showed considerable diver- 


sity. The figures quoted by the Smith, 
Sanford & Bigelow concerns were at 
about the same levels as those named 


last Season, while the Hartford Com- 
Pary, it was said, made lower prices. 
W. & J. Sloane made advances of from 
50 cents to $1 on 9 by 12 Axminster, 
velvet and tapestry rugs, and a reduc- 
tion of 50 cents on a line of Brussels 
rugs. The Overbrook Company’s prices 
on medium-grade goods were about the 
same as last season. It was said in 
anothcr quarter of the market that some 
ef the medium grades had been ad- 
vanced slightly. A well-informed mem- 
ber of the trade said that had the Smith 
Company not brought out its four new 
medium-grade lines, prices would have 
advanced generally throughout the mar- 
ket. A fair business was reported yes- 
terday, but it was said that buyers were 
not as anxious to take goods as in Yfor- 
mer seasons The ordering was confined 
mostly to small lots, and buyers were 
talking of *‘placing small orders and 
buying often.”

More Underwear Lines Opened. 

Contrary to earlier expectations the 
lines of several Eastern underwear mills, 
including cotton ribbed garments and 
fleeced goods, were opened here yester- 


day. | Selling agents would reveal no 
definite prices on any of the lines, but 
it was said that they averaged about 


15 cents higher on goods selling 
around $3.60 a dozen than those ot 
last year. No great amount of 
business was done, however, as buy- 


crs were unwilling to order until all 
of the lines were on the market. The 
larger mills, it was said, would open on 
Nov. 17. A selling agent, representing 
several Southern mills whose lines were 
put on the market recently, said that 
the premature opening of the Eastern 
milis was due to the activi'y shown by 
ali of the Southern underwear lines. An 
unusual phase of the situation, he said, 
was that Southern buyers had come into 
the market first and were morc anxious 
to get merchandise than the Westerners.

Men’s Wear Duplicates Good. 

Duplicate orders coming into this mar- 
ket for the Spring men’s wear season 
are satisfactory in most cases, and the 
demand for worsteds continues. Prices 


for fancy worsteds are tending upward; 
several lines of these fabrics were ad- 
vanced about five cents a yard late last 
week. It is said that the season for 
faney woolens has not been satisfactory, 
and that there are no indications that 
the volume of duplicates will satisfac- 
torily make up for the small initial buy- 
ing. Sellers of cotton warp goods do 
not expect to open their 1914-1916 
heavyweight scason aS early as in re- 
cent years, althovgh the opening will 
probably not be later than the last week 
in December. Prices will doubtless be 
named around last year’s levels, but 
some members of the trade say that ad- 
vances on some lines are not improb- 
able.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Jars Pay Same Duty as Contents— 
Decision on Braids. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers decided yesterday that glass 
jars containing orange marmalade were 
properly dutiable under the Tariff act 
of 1909, at the sqme rate as their con- 
tents. The Collector of Customs at 
Portland, Ore., assessed a duty of 40 
per cent ad valorem under paragraph 
97, on the jars as “ bottles,”’ and took 
duty on the marmalade at 35 per cent., 
the rate applicable to marmalade. 
Sherwood & Sherwood, the importers, 
said that as the marmalade was sub- 
ject to an ad valorem duty, the value 


of the jars should have been added to 
the value of their contents, and duty 
exacted at 35 per cent. The protest 
was sustained and the Collector re- 
versed. 

The board sustained a protest by A. 
B. Fielder & Sons, regarding the class- 
ification under the act of 1909 of braids. 
The Collector at Chicago, returned the 
ggods at 45 cents a pound, and 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 405 
as in chief value of artificial silk. The 
importers said the goods were properly 
dutiable at 15 cents a pound and 6v 
per cent ad valorem, under paragraph 
179, with metal threads as the com- 
ponent of principal value. An official 
analysis confirmed the claim. Other 
protests filed by the same firm relating 
to trimmings, embroideries and orna- 
ments were overruled. 

T. Buettner & Co., Chicago, lost on a 
protest relating to cushions, dresser 
scarfs, table covers, and other articles 
in chief value of cotton and linen 
embroidered with artificial silk threads, 
The board affirmed assestment at 45 
cents a pound and 60 per cent. ad valor- 
em under paragraph 405, act of 1009. 


BUSINESS GOOD IN WEST. 








But Judge Lovett, Just Back, Says 
There Is “ Marked Hesitation.” 


R. S. Lovett, Chairman of the Union 
Pacific Executive Committee, returned 
to his office yesterday from a_  six- 
weeks’ trip over the company’s lines. 
He said that business was good in the 
West now, but declined to make any 
prediction as to future months. 

“Business over the Union Pacific 
Lines is very good,’ said Judge Lovett. 
‘Traffic has been heavy and gross 
considerably ahead of last year right 
through October. The bulk of the in- 
crease in the business is due to the 
large crop movement. Just now there 
is a big movement of wheat, deciduous 
fruits and potatoes, particularly from 
Idaho, which is rapidly developing as 
a new potato-growing centre, The pres- 
ent big movement of crops will con- 
tinue probably well on into December. 

“The West has received ‘good prices 
for its crops and is in a very prosperous 
condition. In spite of the corn crop 
failure .n Nebraska, for instance, there 
was a 60,000,000-bushel wheat crop for 
which the farmer got from 70 to 75 
cents, and $45,000,000 is a big amount 
of money to put into the hands of a 
population yo larger than that of Ne- 
braska.

This is very prominently in- 
-decided falling off in 
lumber traffic. The sugar beet indus- 
try representatives, for .instance, say 
that they must wait to see what effect 
the removal of the tariff will have. 
They do not believe that the industry 
will be crushed, but they are very sure 
that the grower will have to accept a 
lower price for his beets, and it is 
doubtful whether the consumer will pay 
a much lower price for his sugar. The 
sugar-beet industry is a big factor over 
the entire West. The wool growers, an- 
other big factor in our traffic, is in just 
the same position. They are going to 
wait.”

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Recovery in Last Hour Checks 
‘Sharp Decline in Stocks— 
May Get Gold To-day. 


— 


Not until the final hour of trading did 
the stock market yesterday show re- 
sistance to a decline which ran from one 
to three points in a number of the ac- 
tive stocks. The recovery, when it set in, 
was fairly rapid, amounting to a point 
or more in some of the stocks which had 
declined most sharply in the earlier 
trading. The upturn in the afternoon 
suggested that a good deal of bear sel- 
ling had contributed to the first stages 
of the day’s decline, but it was believed 
at the same time that there was more 
commission house selling than on any 
day of late. This was very generally 
attributed to increased uneasiness over 
the Mexican situation. The feeling had 
prevailed that definite developments of 
an important character were likely to 
take place over Sunday and while this 
did not prove the case the morning’s 
news indicated that the situation was 
critical enough to cause uneasiness over 
the outcome. A somewhat calmer view 
was put on the matter by the day’s ad- 
vices from Washington, at least to the 
extent of indicating that events had not 
moved as far as the morning's dis- 
patches had suggested, but the financial 
community found no ground in the day’s 
developments for dismissing concern 
over affairs in Mexico and over our re- 
lations with that cuuntry. 

Mexican affairs were most talked 
about, but there were other matters 
which threw more or less important 
light upon some of the phases of the 
general business and financial situa- 
tion. The unfilled order statement of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
showed a decrease of 490,000 tons for the 
month of October, a larger decrease 
than had been expected. This served to 
emphasize the extent to which the re- 
cent production of steel mills has been 
dependent upon orders placed before the 
present recession in that trade began to 
show. In line with the general condi- 
tions reflected in this statement was the 
decrease in the shortage of freight cars 
between Oct. 15 and Nov. 1. During the 
corresponding period last year an ex- 
isting shortage was increased and two 
years ago a surplus was substantially 
reduced. The demand for cars at this 
season is more or less intimately con- 
nected with the outcome of the year’s 
harvests. The Department of Agricul- 
ture gave out yesterday its report on the 
corn crop. This is placed at a figure 
about 4 per cent. larger than the October 
estimate, although this leaves the crop 
smaller than in any previous year since 
1903. The average of the corn crop for 
the last two years exceeded the average 
for the preceding two years, but the 
comparison which most directly af- 
fects railway and other similar statistics 
and business sentiment, so far as it is 
guided by the outcome of this important 
crop, lies between the figures for this 
year and last. These show a falling off 
of 660,000,000 bushels, or a decline of 
over 20 per cent. from last year’s crop. 

Reports which circulated that the rail- 
road trainmen and conductors had 9b- 
tained about half of the increases in 
wages which they had sought under the 
arbitration award, which was awaited 
yesterday, were not sufficiently at 
variance with general expectations, in 
the absence of definite knowledge dur- 
ing business hours yesterday of the 
commission's actual award, to be cited 
as an important element in the day’s 
news bearing on the decline in prices. 
Only a small minority apparently had 
entertained the hope that on this oc- 
casion the railroads would be able to 
establish the fairness of existing wages. 
Whatever market effect was exerted by 
yesterday's reports regarding the charac- 
ter of the arbitration award in this case 
was offset by the feeling that an advance 
in wages at this time would materially 
strengthen the railroads’ arguments in 
support of the rate increases which the 
railways have filed and which have 
been suspended by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission pending an investiga- 
tion into their reasonableness. 

It was quite generally expected that at 
least a small amount of gold would be 
engaged in London to-day out of the 
supply arriving from South Africa, Ex- 
change has now declined slightly below 
the gold import point. The fact that a 
profit on imports is indicated even on 
the basis of bankers’ bills will probably 
lead to engagements, although the vates 
obtainable on investments in sterling 
bills are sufficiently attractive, com- 
pared with interest rates here to induce 
some institutions to carry a large 
amount of sterling bills rather than to 
use the exchange for the importatica

Boston and environs are the 
heaviest losers by the decline in New 
Haven stock, and it may be argued that 
they are entitled to their fun if they 
are willing to pay for it, but it is hard 
to see that the new Chairman is re- 
ceiving much of the friendly co-opera- 
tion which he was led to believe he 
would get in New England. The 
former President’s vitriolic remarks

The Persecuted Railroads. 

President Ripley of the Atchison has 
been supplied with fresh arguments 
against the public’s treatment of the 
much abused railroads by a decision 
handed down by the Supreme Court

The court decided, according 
to a summary received here, ‘that if 
railroads allow obnoxious weeds. to 
grow on their rights of way, and the

Mexican Exchange Market Dead. 


The tense Mexican situation was a 
topic of animated conversation yester- 
day among bankers who have business 
connections below the border, but there 
was no greater reflection of interna- 
tional difficulties than last week in the 
quotation for Mexican exchange.

ADVICE * TO BL B. & M. 


Get Back Diverted Traf Traffic, Not Raise 
Rates, Says Boston Brief. 


BOSTON, Nov. 10.—In opposing the 
Boston & Maine Railroad's request for 


permission to increase its freight rates, 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce sug- 
gests in a brief filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission at Wash- 
ington to-day that the road should sell 
some of its unnecessary securities and 
take back the traffic it has diverted to 


the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford road, thereby overcoming part of 


its acknowledged financial deficiency. 

The brief states that the railroad com- 
pany holds marketable stocks of sub- 
sidiarles amounting to $5,500,000, which 
should be sold, even at a sacrifice, be- 
fore the public should be asked to as- 
sume the burden of increased freignt 
rates. 

The brief charges substantial inflation 
of capitalization by the buying of more 
stock than was necessary to control the 
Maine Central. It expresses sympathy 
with the management of the railroad 
‘‘in its endeavor to place that property 
upon a basis which will restore it, ito the 
confidence of the community,’ but 
maintains that the ‘“ grievous financial 
burden which has been imposed upon 
them through past management cannot 
in justice be transferred to the public.’’ 


Atlantic National Pays 12 1-2%. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 10.—A third 
dividend of 12% per cent. will be paid 
to depositors the Atlantic National 
Bank, which closed its doors last April, 
Edward P. Metcalf, its former Presi- 
dent, is now under indictment for al- 
leged misapplication of more than $200,- 
000 of the bank’s funds. To-day’s divi- 
dends made a total of 50 per cent. paid 
to depositors since since the bank suspended.

NEED NOT F PAY T PAY TAXES. 


Liable While Run by Receivers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The Su- 
preme Court of the United States de- 
cided to-day that the receivers of the 
Third Avenue Railroad Company 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company of New York City were not 
required to make returns or _to pay 
the Corporation Tax law 
It is not thought that the rul- 
ing will apply to returns under the in- 
come tax section of the Underwood act. 

The court held that the tax was levied 
neither on the property of corporations 
nor on their franchise, 
of business in a corporate capacity. 
business of the traction companies, ac- 
cording to the court’s opinion, was be- 
ing carried on by receivers, as officers 
of a court, and not by the ‘corporations 
themselves. No obligation imposed by 
the corporation tax law rests, therefore, 
on the receivers.

DRIFT INTO MIDST OF BAY 


On Frail Raft, Mother Dares Waves 
. to Save Children—Rescued in 
| Launch by Father, 








As a destructive fire swept the Sands 
Bay settlement on the shore of Jamaica 


Bay at Canarsie, just at daybreak yes- 


terday morning, Mrs. August Behlein 
and her four children were asleep in 
their home, which was built on piles at 
the end of a long pier. The Canarsie 
Yacht Club and several other buildings 


@long the shore were already ablaze, 


and the flames were moving out along 


the dock, when one of the children was 
@wakened. 

His cry of fear aroused his mother, 
and a moment later Mrs. Behlein was 
facing the fact that the rapidly spread- 


ing flames had cut her and her children 


off from shore. A few minutes more 
and their home would be afire. 


She had no one to ask for aid, for 
Just before the fire started her husband 


pee set off for his work in Brooklyn. 
ma moment she had acted. Wrapping 
blankets around her weeping children, 
Bhe huddled them on the little float 


that was moored alongside their house, 
Bhe bade her thirteen-year-old son Ru- 


Golph see that none of his three little 
gisters fell into the sea, and then she, 
too, stepped aboard the float. 

The men on shore saw by the light 
of the fire Mrs. Behlein crouching over 
the rope which fastened the float to the 

ier. Then as the flames rushed for- 


ard they saw her cut the frail craft 
edrift. ax 


The waves were running high and in 
the fierce cross currents the float spun 


found and round. At the very outset 
t threatened to capsize, but it was 
‘whirled rapidly away from the burning 
diock and swept far out from the shore. 
Again and again a big wave would 
@weep across it, drenching the children 
and their mother ,and it was all they 
could do to cling to the little raft, 12 
feet by 19. 

Meanwhile Mr. Behlein had seen the 
ight of the fire from the trolley car and 

ad run back home. He fought his way 
to the shore and the men there pointed 
out his family, tossing about on the 
waters far from all aid. He called for 
volunteers and in a launch put out to 
the rescue. He caught up with the 
float just as it seemed it must be bat- 
tered to pieces in the stormy waters 
three miles off the Canarsie shore. But 
it held together, and his wife and chil- 
dren, sick with cold and fear, were 
brought one by one in safety to the 
launch. 

This fire destroyed twelve boating and 
yacht clubs, many houses, and about 
fifty motor boats, launches, and sloops. 
The loss is estimated at $150,000. 

It was practically impossible to fight 
the blaze. Firemen from Brooklyn did 
their best, but their engines were. mired 
= to the hubs in the meadows, and 
after great delay they finally had to 
bring water in mile lengths of hose from 
Canarsie Landing. 


ENGINEERS ASK RECOGNITION 


Public Service Boards Need Engl- 
neering Members, They Say. 


The American Institute of Consulting 
Engineers of New York has written to 
Gov. Glynn, urging the necessity of ap- 

inting capable engineers to the two 

ublic Service Commissions of the State. 
Appointments should be made, it is sug- 
gested, from a list of engineers recom- 
mended by the institute. In part the 
letter says: 


The building of new subways in New 
York City primarily calls for the talents 
and experience of the engineer, the lack of 
which was strongly shown in the plan of 
the original triborough system, that was 
abandoned, to the great saving of the City 
of New York, after a public mass meeting 
of engineers had exposed the inherent faults 
of its general layout and detail design. 

At the present time, after several years of 
work, ‘we see many miles of new subways 
&pproaching completion, while a vital con- 
mecting Unk at Forty-second Street and 
Lexington Avenue, in many respects the 
most difficult of all, has not yet been even 
definitely located, let alone placed under 
active construction. The trained adminis- 
trative engineer surely would plan the 
building of this great work so that in a 
manner the converse of the famous “ one- 
hoss shay,”’ the construction of the various 
parts would be commenced at varying in- 
tervals so that all would come together at 
one time ready for effective operation. 

The failure to do this in New York will 
result later in cries of scandal over a 
delay of years in opening the new system; 
and the loss to the taxpayers of millions 
of dollars in wasted interest charges on 
idle capital, a loss just as real as if the 
money were burned in the public place, 

The institute offers to provide the 
Governor with a list of engineers, suit- 
able for ae to the commission, 
through the Presidents of the five na- 
tional engineering societies acting in 
conjunction with the President of such 
a body as the Chamber of Commerce of 
New York. 


BUILT BONFIRE IN KITCHEN. 


Children’s Prank Causes Burning of 
Five Houses. 


Wren Mrs. Timkin went out yesterday 
morning from her home at 184 Livonia 
Avenue, Brownsville, she left her five- 
year-old twins, Jucob and Abraham, to 
amuse themselves. They did it by build- 
ing a bonfire on the kitchen floor, and 
the fire was not put out until their own 
home and four other buildings in Li- 
vonia Avenue had been reduced to 
shells. 

Tne fire loss was $10,000, and twelve 
families were made homeless.

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BANKRUPTS SENTENCED. 


Brothers Who Cencealed Assets Get 


Two and One Year Terms. 


Jacob and Samuel Karp of the bank- 
rupt furrier firm of Karp Brothers, who 
were found guilty of having conspired to 
defraud their creditors of $23,000 by 
the concealment of assets, were sen- 


tenced yesterday by Judge Hunt in the 
Federal District Court. Just before the 
failure in 1911 Samuel Karp took a trip 
to the West and disposed of most of 
the firm’s effects in a series of auctions. 
Then when he was called upon to ac- 
count for the proceeds he told a story 
of having been robbed of $10,000 in a 
Chicago resort. 

When his brother was away Jacob 
Karp was at the firmh’s store in At- 
lantic City. This was broken into, it 
was alleged, and.a large number of 
valuable furs carried away. 

Jacob Karp has six children, the eld- 
est of them 11 years old, and most of 
them were in court yesterday with their 
mother while their father was_ being 
arraigned. Judge Hunt glanced over 
to them constantly during the proceed- 
ings and took notice of the jury’s 
recommendation of Jacob Karp to clem- 
ency on the. ground that he had already 
spent eleven months in the Ludlow 
Street Jail. He sentenced the man_ to 
imprisonment for one year and one day 
in the Atlanta Penitentiary and a fine 
of $1,000. The court said that it did not 
believe that Jacob Karp had formed the 
scheme to defraud, but had been a will- 
ing tool in its execution. 

Judge Hunt sentenced Samuel Karp 
to two years in the Atlanta Penitentiary 
and a fine of $10,000. He said that the 
prisoner in holding the auction sales 
had ‘entered into a most wicked and 
transparent fraud’’ and that he had 


concocted the robbery story in order to 
deceive his creditors.

Navy League Favors Immediate Con- 
struction of Four Superdreadnoughts. 


President Wilson, Secretary of. the 
Navy Daniels, and Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Koosevelt were elected hon- 


orary members of the Navy League of 


the United States at a meeting of the 





‘league held in this city yesterday. Gen. 


Horace Porter, President of the league, 
presided. 

Col. Robert M. Thompson, President 
of the Annapolis Alumni Association, 
and one of the founders of the league, 
offered in the course of the meeting this 
resolution calling for an immediate in- 
crease of the navy by the addition of 


four battleships of the superdreadnought 


type: 

That the Navy League of the United 
States, organized for the purpose of col- 
lecting and distributing accurate informa- 
tion about the navy and its needs, consid- 
ers this an appropriate time to call the 
attention of all patriotic citizens to the 
fact that for several years past the build- 
ing programme adopted by the General 
Board of the navy, (after due considera- 
tion of the nation’s requirements at home 
and abroad,) has been curtailed until the 
United States has lost the place among 
the nations which its responsibilities ,de- 
mand it to take, in spite of the recom- 


mendation of successive Presidents and 
Secretaries of the Navy, and _ therefore 
urges upon the President and the Con- 


gress the prime importance at this time 
of authorizing the construction of four 


new battleships of the first class, 


The resolution was adopted. A com- 


mittee was appointed to co-operate in 
the observance of the one hundredth 
anniversary of peace between English 
speaking people.
